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AST month we opened this column 
[° with the statement that in photog- 
raphy the ultimate goal is the 
finished picture. Lest the uninitiated get 
the impression that pictorialists knock 
themselves out in reaching this goal, we 
hasten to add a few remarks about the 
main road, with its many fascinating by- 
ways, that leads to the final print. 

To begin with, the very acquisition of 
the tools of the trade is fun for many. 
Some are happy with the bare essentials 
—camera, tripod, film, and a filter. Others 
delight in adding to their outfits numer- 
ous and sundry accessories that facilitate 
the work and broaden the scope of their 
operations. Next comes the development 
of technique, wherein many find keen 
pleasure in the competition for recogni- 
tion that camera clubs and the salons 
offer. The darkroom itself provides hours 
of recreation for the photo craftsman. 

Not to be overlooked is the social 
aspect of the craft. The finished picture 
is often just the climax to a succession 
of events each of which has contributed 
to the joys of the hobbyist—the camera 
outing, field trip, club studio night, or 
any other occasion when two or more 
kindred spirits get together to shoot pic- 
tures, work out a darkroom project, or 
just talk shop. We could go on and on 
and list many other by-products of cam-

era art that both amuse and intrigue us. 

Most important of them all, perhaps, is 
the fact that the alert camera owner 
learns to “see.” Once he goes in search 
of subject matter—tramping across fields, 
along streams, through the woods, or 
even exploring in his own garden or 
nearby park—he will “discover” the 
beauty to be found in line and form and 
texture. To him who will pause and 
look, Nature reveals all her loveliness. 
The mud puddle becomes a crystal mir- 
ror that reflects the graceful willow 
above; the “bug” is transformed into a 
delicate creature with gossamer wings; 
and ordinary tree provides a frame for 
the lovely vista that lies beyond. Thus 
the camera can be the means of giving 
sight to the blind—a wonderful gift even 
if you never take a good picture. 


OT long ago we received a letter 

from an amateur who had just pur- 
chased a new camera and who wanted 
to donate the old one to some worthy 
cause. “It is,” he wrote “not of suffi- 
cient value to use in a trade-in, but in 
excellent condition and takes good pic- 
tures.” We are glad to tell our corre- 
spondent—and others who may be inter- 
ested — about the Veterans Hospiial 
(Kingsbridge Road, Bronx 63, New York) 
whose rehabilitation program has a class 
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in photography wherein many of the stu- 
dents lack cameras. So they go on day 
by day, missing the important things in 
photography—the taking of pictures. If 
you have a camera that is old or not in 
use, here’s an opportunity to place it 
where it will do some real good. 


ONTEMPORARY photography came 

into its own at the recent exhibition 
held at the Worcester (Mass.) Art Mu- 
seum, where 75 pictorial and 57 docu- 
mentary prints were hung. The former, 
demonstrating the work of leading pic- 
torialists, were selected from the private 
collection of Cecil B. Atwater of Newton- 
ville, Massachusetts, while the latte 
came from the collections of the Museum 


of Modern Art, New York. The Worcester 


Museum, in recognizing the two some- 
what divergent trends which have been 
evident in contemporary photography, de- 
fined both points of view as follows: 

“The Pictorialists represented in the 
many photographic salons throughout the 
country have sought to develop photog- 
raphy as an art form paralleling the 
graphic arts of painting and print mak- 
ing. Their primary concern has been for 
value and color relationships, for tech- 
niques of developing and printing which 
will best express tone and texture, and 
for composition which will approximate 
the arrangements of the graphic artist. 

“The documentary photographers, in- 
cluding the press photographers, as wel! 
as many independent practitioners, have 
sought to develop photography as a 
means of describing the life of our time. 
The effective presentation and interpre- 
tation of subject matter which cumula- 
tively will record our civilization have 
taken precedence with these photogra- 
phers over problems of technique or pure 
organization. 

“It will be obvious to the observer that 
no sharp line can be drawn between 
these two directions in contemporary 
photography and that many prints in 
each section reflect the primary inter- 
ests and attitudes of the other. The es- 
sential differences in outlook, however, 
which have been emphasized in the ar- 
rangement of the exhibition, provide a 
background for reflection on the pecu.ial 
nature and role of photography as a me- 
dium of expression.” The Worcester Art 
Museum has rendered a public service 1D 
hanging this type of show. It is hoped 
that others will follow suit.

EA, SAND, AND SUN, summer vacation at the 
4 shore, days of restful laziness, of loafing with a 
purpose: relaxation. We explore the country- 
side, discover beaches and coves, watch the waves 
roll in and go out again leaving their deposits on the 
shore. One finds seaweed and tang, crabs and shells, 
pebbles ground round by the-eternal wear of the 
waves, driftwood, and occasionally some stranger ob- 
jects; a desiccated shark displaying its cruel teeth 
in a horrible death-grin, a piece of glimmering coral, a 
giant horse-shoe crab looking like a prehistoric tank. 

Our collector’s instinct, old as humanity itself, 
awakes. We pick up a glittering shell and enjoy its 
delicate shape and color, a sea-dollar, a starfish, a 
barnacle-covered piece of rock. We take them home 
with us and line them up on the window sill; we toy 
with them, we enjoy them. 

We study them, and slowly we discover a new and 
previously unsuspected world in these tiny objects 
of nature—beautiful, grotesque, bizarre, macabre, 
fascinating in many different ways. Just look at 
them with an unbiased mind, let your imagination

serene beauty of ivory-textured bones 
and skulls of fish; the sun-bleached crab 
shelis, punctured and broken, lying half- 
buried in the sand like tanks abandoned 
after the battle; and the macabre death- 
masks of desiccated fish-heads left high 
and dry on the beach after a storm. 
For weeks I collected such flotsam and 
jetsam and stored it in cigar boxes in the 
trunk of my car. I took it with me back 
to town, and many months later I opened 
the boxes and took out the things I had 
collected. Looking them over and feeling 
them once more in my hands brought 
back all the memories of the summer, of 
sunny days spent exploring the beach, 
and of the excitement caused by the dis- 
covery of sOme unusually interesting 
object. I started playing with these things, 
putting them together in groups, arrang- 
ing and re-arranging them. I lighted 
them, got out the camera, and the begin-

ning of a series of a new type of pho- 
tograph was made. 

Photographing small objects of nature 
not in a cold and scientific manner, but 
in a free and imaginative way, is not only 
a pleasant and relaxing pastime for any 
photographer, but presents ideal oppor- 
tunities for developing the imagination, 
the feeling for three-dimensional lighting, 
and the sense of composition. And the 
requirements for practicing this interest- 
ing and educational type of tabletop pho- 
tography are very small: A camera with 
groundglass focusing and double bellows 
extension so that small objects can be 
rendered sufficiently large (use of a 2- 
inch Leica or Contax lens on a 4x5 view 
camera permits the making of pictures 
with six to eight times magnification) ; a 
baby spotlight and a flood lamp fill-in; a 
background in the form of a neutral gray 
piece of cardboard—that’s all that was 
used for making the accompanying illus- 
trations. 

Some props were needed, like a pail 
of clean white sand, a box of pebbles, 
some dried seaweed, some pieces of 
gnarled driftwood. And then there were 
the objects to be photographed—sea 
shells, crab shells of different sizes and 
types, some lobster claws, dried shark 
eggs (this begins to sound like a list of 
ingredients for a Chinese stew), sea- 
dollars, star fishes, bones, skulls and des- 
iccated heads of fish, and whatever 
catches your fancy. Selection is limited 
only by the imagination of the photog- 
rapher, for the supply of fascinating 
objects of nature is inexhaustible. 

Merely because I here have _ photo- 
graphed objects from the shore, don’t 
think for even a moment that this neces- 
sarily limits you to subjects of this type. 
Even in your back yard, or in the parks, 
streams, or lagoons that might lie a short 
distance away, you can find fragments, 
fossils, stones, gnarled wood, dried 
grasses, insects, strange airborne plant 
seeds, relics, half rotted pieces of bark. 

And a trip of even half an hour’s dis- 
tance from your home can, in most 
cases, provide you with equally weird 
and wonderful items to add to your col-

ae we may have treated with some dis- 


respect in the past, but which now de- 
mand strict observance. We shall discuss 
all these factors and as we do, you will 
be pleasantly surprised to find that color 
photography presents no bug-a-boos to 
the thoughtful photographer. It only pre- 
sents a situation which will do most of 
us good—the necessity for working care- 
fully the way we used to when we first 
began working with black and white. A 
little thinking beforehand will give us 
more pleasure from color photography— 
because our shots will tend to be better 
planned and more correct. 

We all know that color films have less 
latitude than the customarily used nega- 
tive films. This in itself is, of course, 
no problem; the problem is primarily one 
of exposing the film correctly. When 
using the exposure guide packed with 
the color film, take care to judge the 
lighting conditions as objectively as you 
can. If you use a photoelectric meter, 
take your readings near to the subject 

six to eight inches away from the 
face is not too close for portrait work— 
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Flash fill-in lightens the shadows in this picture, bringing them within range 
of the film's exposure latitude. Blue bulbs should be used with daylight film.

and not from the camera position. In this way you preclude 
the chance that the darker (or sometimes lighter) background 
will influence your reading. 

A table of suggested meter settings for color films is given 
below. I say suggested because I want to call to your at- 
tention that if you consistently under- or over-éxpose you 
should alter this suggested rating to suit your own technique 
and equipment. These are merely guides designed to assist 
the photographer.

Illumination for Color 


Heretofore in conventional black-and-white photography we 
have been obliged to be concerned only with the intensity of 
the exposing light. Now with color films we also must con- 
sider the quality of the exposing light. By light quality we 
mean the relative amounts of red, blue, and green present 
in the sunlight, or in the artificial light which we use to ex- 
pose the film. 





Here is the same scene taken at a time of day when lighting 
was right for color. The early black and white rule, “Have the 
sun at your back," is good practice when making color pictures. 
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Choosing the sky for a background frequently produces better 
pictures. Use of a low camera angle often is helpful in reduc- 
ing background contrast to get more acceptable transparencies.

The reason for this is easy to see. As we all know, color 
films are coated with three emulsions, each sensitized to record 
one—and only one—of the primary colors—red, blue, and 
green. Now if the exposing light is too reddish, the red 
recording layer will be more affected than the other two 
emulsion layers and the final transparency will display a color 
balance which tends toward red. If the light is too green, 
the finished color transparency will be preponderantly green. 
It is that simple. 

Fortunately, however, we do not need to concern ourselves 
with complex influences and theories of light; it is only neces- 
sary that we have a healthy respect for the quality of the 
exposing light when using color films. In practice, we should 
encounter no undue difficulties if the recommendations packed 
with the film are observed. This entails essentially the fol- 
lowing two rules: 

1. When exposing daylight type color films, be sure that 

you use direct sunlight for illumination. 

2. When exposing tungsten type color films, be sure to use 
the flash or flood lamps recommended by the film manu- 
facturer. 

Since we must expose three emulsions superimposed upon 
one another when we expose color film, we can naturally 
expect that they will be considerably slower than the negative 
films we customarily use. Thus, your exposures in color will 
run about two full stops greater for Ansco Color or Koda- 
chrome films than for the usual black-and-white films. For 


this reason a camera having an anastigmat lens with a maxi- 
mum aperture of at least f 6.3 is extremely desirable. There 
are, of course, fewer illumination problems when shooting 
color film outdoors, as opposed to using artificial light. This 
is because the sunlight between the hours of 10:00 a. m. and 
4:00 p. m. remains at a relatively constant color temperature, 
while man-made light sources built upon differing principles 
and dependent upon an unvarying rate of flow of electricity 
have. widely different characteristics. 

Color temperature may he a new term to many who have 
recently entered photography in color. It is calculated by 
computing the relative amounts of red and blue present in a 
given light. This computation is in turn measured in units 
called degrees Kelvin, after Lord Kelvin who devised the 
system. To skip unnecessary details, the higher the degrees 
Kelvin (or K), the bluer the light becomes. So a light source 
which burns at 6,000° K contains proportionately more blue 
than a lamp which burns at 4,000° K. 

Color quality, on the other hand, is not to be confused with 
color temperature. True, they are somewhat similar, but color 
quality takes all three primary colors into consideration, while 
color temperature considers only the blue and the red, disre- 
garding the green which is equally important. Color tempera- 
ture is a convenient absolute; color quality gives us the more 
complete description, but has as yet found no expression. 

To move on to outdoor exposure of color film in sunlight, we

N AMATEUR PHOTOGRAPHER friend recently re- 
A marked to me that he had about run out of picture 
subjects, and wished that he could get a chance to 
visit some of the places he had never been, and spend some 
time taking pictures there. This is but another example of 
“the grass is always greener in the other fellow’s yard,” and 
verifies my contention that there is a definite lack of imagina- 
tion on the part of many amateur photographers. 

Although I have been a commercial photographer and spas- 
modically successful for quite some time now, I still practice 
amateur photography, in that I still shoot pictures that I don’t 
have to shoot. I shoot them for the sheer joy I get out of 
making beautiful prints of subjects of my own choosing. And 


A garishly lighted waiting room, and the faint gleam of train 
rails make a striking picture.

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I don’t have to go to some distant place 
to find them. 

Many photographers are passing up one 
of the most enjoyable phases of picture 
making by putting their cameras away 
come dusk. When the sun has dropped 
into its appointed sea and night puts on 
her shimmering mantle, then is the time 
for some of the most thrilling pictures 
you will ever make, if you will but go 
and find them. A city changes its com- 
plexion and personality with the passing 
of the day as completely as the moon and 
stars are different from the sun. Streets, 

dings, parks, fountains, and any num- 
ber of things, at night assume an ethereal 
juality that is yours for the taking. And 
such pictures are a source of enjoyment 
for a long time to come, either on your 
studio walls or in your portfolio. Of some 
fifty prints displayed in my studio, the 
night shots are the “stoppers.” They are 
the first to catch the eye and they elicit 
more “oh’s” and “ah’s” than any other. 

Night shots are easy to make. You need 
only a tripod, camera, and lens shade. 
The lens shade may sound like an odd bit 
of equipment for night shooting, but it is 
a big help in cutting out extraneous light 
from street lamps, autos, and other dis- 
tracting sources. Type of camera and 
lens is not important. Any good make 
will do the job. An exposure meter won’ 
be of much help to you here. You wiil 
need to learn to judge by eye, and you'll 
soon learn that it is better to err on the 
side of overexposure. 

The illustrations accompanying this 
article were made on fast pan film with 
exposures ranging from twenty to thirty 
seconds at f 11. In shooting the fireworks 
picture, on the table of contents page, the 
shutter was set on time, with diaphragm 
at f 5.6, and was left open for two or 
three bursts. Each burst will be of suffi- 
cient brilliance to record itself properly. 
If the bursts seem to be occurring in the 
same spot, move the camera slightly be- 
tween times. Don’t try to take too many 
bursts on one negative for you will find 
the resulting picture hard to compose in 
printing. 

In scenes such as fountains, street 
scenes, and floodlighted buildings, don’t 
be satisfied with the first point of view 
you select. After an exposure or two,

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IT} THE SUBJECT... 


HAT FILM would you use to 
W onake a portrait of your wife, a 

copy of a nvap, and a stop-action 
picture of a basketball game? You might 
use the same film for all, but the chances 
are you'd be disappointed if you did. 

The truth of the matter is that no single 
film can give the best possible negatives 
of all the many different subjects that 
come before your camera’s lens. That is 
to say, there is no “universal” film. For- 
tunately, this isn’t a very serious lack. 
Photographic manufacturers cannot pro- 
duce an ideal “every purpose” film, but 
they can, and do, supply a number of 
different types of film, each designed to 
give satisfactory pictures of certain 
classes of subject matter. If we have the 
knowledge and wit to match film type to 
subject, there’s no reason why we 
shouldn’t get good negatives every time. 

But how do films differ? In many 
ways, but the most important to practical 
photographers are differences in speed, 
color sensitivity, contrast, grain size, and 
exposure latitude. 

Subjects differ in that some require a 
very contrasty film, some an extreme 
speed film. Many subjects print to best 
advantage if the negative is made on 
panchromatic film, others are more pleas- 
ing and effective if printed from ortho- 
chromatic negatives. Upon looking into 
the matter we find, for example, that 
wide exposyre latitude is highly desir- 
able for some subjects but a drawback 
for certain others. Grain size is of great 
importance in miniature camera photog- 
raphy if big enlargements are contem- 
plated, but those of us who make 4x5 or 
larger negatives seldom give grain size 
a serious thought. In selecting a film for 
a given purpose, then, we get best results 
if we take into account not only the type 
of subject matter before the lens, but 
also the size of negative the camera pro- 
duces. 

The secret of success in getting the best 
possible negative of any given subject is 
to use the film which offers the greatest 
number of desirable qualities—the small- 
est number of undesirable ones. For we 
must often take a little bitter along with 
the sweet. As it usually works out in 
practice, we can get almost all the de- 


sirable film characteristics we need for 
photographing any subject, but some- 
times we must also take a few we do not 
particularly want. 

The first step in understanding films 
better is to consider the five individual 
qualities: speed, color sensitivity, inher- 
ent contrast, exposure latitude, and grain 
size—and the way they are generally 
combined in the films available to us. 
We can only talk about them in broad 
terms because the films of different man- 
ufacturers do not alway have the same 
properties in the same proportions. 

1. Speed, of course, refers to the light- 
sensitivity of the emulsion as expressed 
in A.S.A. or Weston ratings. 

2. The color sensitivity of a film de- 
termines the way it will react to light of 
different colors. There are two general 
classes: orthochromatic film, sensitive to 
light of all colors except red; and pan- 
chromatic film, sensitive to all visible 
colors, including red. Panchromatic films 
are further classified according to their 
red sensitivity. Eastman lists its pan 
films in two groups, “B” and “C.” Films 
in the B group give fairly normal render- 
ing of the reds in a subject. Type C films 
have a somewhat higher sensitivity to red 
with the result that they record the reds 
in lighter than normal tones. Ansco also 
supplies pan films in two color sensitivity 
classifications. In all cases, filters can 
be used for correction purposes. 

Whether you use a pan or ortho film 
depends almost entirely upon the way 
you wish to reproduce the relative bright- 
nesses of different colors. If there are 
no reds in the subject, you don’t need the 
red sensitivity of a pan film. If reds are 
present, but not important—or if you 
-wish to deliberately darken them—an 
ortho film is entirely satisfactory. Ortho 
films are often preferred in portraiture 
because they give good rendering of flesh 
tones. However they do, at the same 
time, tend to emphasize skin defects. 
Generally speaking you can use ortho 
films for portraits of men, but it is usu- 
ally better judgment to use pan film, 
which minimizes facial blemishes, for 
portraits of women. 

Some pictorialists prefer ortho, others 
pan, for landscape subjects. We can’t 


honestly say that either film is best for 
landscapes, only that ortho (or pan) is 
best able to capture the effect someone 
may desire. In other words, it is pretty 
much a personal matter. 

In photographing such subjects as flow- 
ers, especially in closeups, and for copy- 
ing colored originals, the wider color 
sensitivity of panchromatic film is almost 
a “must.” 

3. The inherent contrast of an emulsion 
is determined at the time the film is 
made. If we refer to manufacturers’ lit- 
erature we learn that the normal contrast 
of certain films can be increased or de- 
creased within comparatively narrow 
limits by extending or curtailing the 
amount of development it receives. How- 
ever, great changes in contrast are usu- 
ally obtainable only by choosing a film 
which will give us the contrast we desire 
and developing it as suggested by the 
manufacturer. 

4. Exposure latitude cannot be ex- 
plained to everyone’s satisfaction without 
getting involved in considerable technical 
talk. But we can keep this discussion on 
a practical basis by saying that latitude 
refers to the amount of leeway you have 
in exposure. If the film has a rather 
narrow latitude, your exposures must be 
pretty close to being “on the button.” 
However, with wide latitude films you'll 
get good, printable negatives even if your 
exposures are appreciably shorter or 
longer than they should be. Latitude 
might well be termed the “two-way 
stretch” of photography. 

5. Whether the grain size of the film 
you select should be fine, medium, or 
comparatively coarse depends a good 
deal on the size of your camera. If yours 
takes 4x5 film or larger, you know that 
grain size is no great problem unless you 
regularly enlarge small areas of the nega- 
tive to make prints of truly heroic pro- 
portions. But as the negative size be- 
comes smaller, the graininess of the film 
assumes greater importance. 

The film manufacturers try to give us 
an honest and reliable index of a film’s 
graininess by stating that such and such 
film can be enlarged so many diameters 
without showing objectionable graininess 
in the print. One difficulty here is that 












































































the manufacturers assume you will give 
the film optimum exposure and develop- 
ment. Many times you won’t. And over- 
exposure, overdevelopment, or both tend 
to make even the most modest silver 
grains grow bold and offensive. A second 
difficulty is that graininess is more ap- 
parent (hence, more objectionable) with 
some types of subject matter than with 
others. You can stand more graininess 
in a landscape, for example, than in a 
portrait. And finally, we don’t all have 
the same idea of what objectionable 
graininess is. Some can tolerate a con- 
siderable amount of grain without of- 
fense. To others, the merest suggestion 
of grain is suffitient to spoil a print com- 
pletely. 

One simple and quite reliable way to 
estimate the way each of the qualities 
mentioned is combined in any given film 
is to consider its speed. Extreme speed 
films, having a daylight exposure index 
number up around 200, are supplied with 
panchromatic color sensitivity only. Usu- 
ally they have an extended exposure lati- 
tude, comparatively low contrast, and rel- 
atively large grain size. Films in this 
group are best reserved for emergencies. 
That is, when getting the picture, regard- 
less of everything else, is the most im- 
portant consideration. 

You may find a need for one of the 
extreme speed films if you have to make 
instantaneous exposures of a subject un- 
der extremely poor lighting conditions— 
when the available illumination is not 
enough to obtain a well-exposed picture 
on a slower film. Films in this category 
are available in cut sheets only. 
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Medium-speed pan fiim recorded the wide brightness range of this scene 
with pleasing contrast and detail. The print from 35 mm shows no grain 






































Films with a daylight exposure index 
number of about 100 are obtainable with 
either pan or ortho color sensitivity. 
They, also, have good exposure latitude, 
plus moderate contrast, but grain size is 
still too large for big projection prints 
from small roll and 35 mm camera nega- 
tives. Press photographers, who use 4x5 
films and seldom enlarge the negative 
more than two or three diameters, have 
accepted panchromatic films in this group 
as more or less standard. These films 
have speed to spare for most outdoor sub- 
jects and are amply fast for indoor shoot- 
ing at high shutter speeds with synchro- 
nized flashlamp lighting. 

Unfortunately, the inherent graininess 
of these films does not make them the 
ideal material for small roll and 35 mm 
cameras, because here negatives are often 
enlarged ten or more diameters in print- 
ing and the graininess becomes quite ap- 
parent. This does not mean that high 
speed films should never be used in small 
cameras. If yours is a box or inexpen- 
sive folding camera with a lens speed of 
f 16 or so, it will get good outdoor pic- 
tures in sunlight with a somewhat slower 
film, but if you want to take indoor snap- 
shots by floodlight, you’ll need the extra 
sensitivity of a high-speed film to get 
well-exposed negatives. Since such neg- 
atives are generally printed by contact, 
or enlarged only slightly, you’ll probably 
never worry about grain size. You'll find 
panchromatic films in the number 100 
group for sheet, pack, roll, and 35 mm 
cameras. Orthochromatic films of this 
class are listed in cut sheets, but not in 
rolls or 35 mm cartridges.

Right here it might be well to point out 
that one can get fairly close approxima- 
tion of orthochromatic rendering with 
panchromatic film by using a red-absorb- 
ing filter (usually green) over the cam- 
era lens. So if you want a film in this 
speed group but something that ap- 
proaches ortho sensitivity, use pan film 
and slip a suitable filter over the camera 
lens. 

The next step downward in speed (ex- 
posure index number 50) leads us to 
what is probably the most versatile group 
of films available. Of course, they can- 
not be expected to provide perfect nega- 
tives of every subject, but many agree 
that these are nearest to the perfect “all 
purpose” films for small-camera photog- 
raphy. Both the pan and ortho films in 
this group have ample speed for all nor- 
mal outdoor subjects. Exposure for aver- 
age subjects in good sunlight is about 
1/50 second at f 16, or the equivalent. 
You can make hand-held exposures with- 
out danger of blurred negatives due to 
camera movement. With reasonably fast 
lenses they can be used indoors with 
floodlamps or synchronized flash light- 
ing. Speaking generally, the latitude of 
these films allows quite a bit of leeway 
in the matter of exposure without too 
much worry over missing the picture. 

Contrast is what might be termed 
“moderately brilliant” and you'll get 
pleasing gradation over a rather wide 
range of tones from highlight to shadow. 
These are finegrain films, and when 
given reasonably accurate exposure and 
proper development should produce neg- 
ative images that can be enlarged 8 or 10 
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Panchromatic film of moderate speed gives good col- 
or rendition and a wealth of texture for flower pictures.

diameters without offending even the 
most particular photographer. Panchro- 
matic films in this group are supplied in 
cut sheets, packs, rolls, and 35 mm cart- 
ridges. Ortho films are put up in all 
forms but 35 mm cartridges. 

If you enjoy taking landscapes, sea- 
scapes, beach and snow scenes, architec- 
tural subjects, informal outdoor por- 
traits (or indoor portraits and character 
studies), and copies of continuous-tone 
originals under good photographic light- 
ing, you will probably choose films in 
this group for general picture taking pro- 
vided your camera makes negatives 
smaller than 4x5 inches. 

When we reach for a film in the 25 
exposure index bracket we are looking 
primarily for very, very finegrain nega- 
tives. We also get a somewhat higher 
emulsion contrast, and slightly less ex- 
posure latitude. If you want to make 
14x17 or 16x20 enlargements from sec- 
tions of 35 mm negatives, such films are 
for you. Their principal handicap is their 
slowness, though this need not be a seri- 
ous drawback for tabletop and still-life 
subjects. 

Films much slower than 25, those rated 
in the neighborhood of 8 or less (Process, 
for example) are ordinarily not consid- 
ered for general picture taking. These 
are the films manufactured mainly for 
photographing subjects from which copy 
negatives of great contrast are required. 
They are ideally suited to copying work, 
such as monochrome or colored line orig- 
inals—maps, wiring diagrams, printed or 
typewritten pages, and similar subject

procedure, with which we can greatly improve the 

final results of our photography. Through toning we 
can change the over-all tone (color) of our print. Some of the 
toners work by chemically changing the pure silver image of 
our print into a silver compound which has a different color. 
Other toners actually plate the image-forming silver to achieve 
the desired toning effect. But let us not go into the theory of 
toning too deeply, as it is the practical angle in which we are 
really interested. 

Toning is easy and if the following instructions are carried 
out to the letter, good results are certain. When we say, “Fol- 
low instructions,” we mean every letter of it. We have seen 
many prints ruined by faulty toning, the result of careless 
work. The very first rule (which should be written in glowing 
letters on every darkroom wall anyhow) is: CLEANLINESS. 
We must not allow anything used in the toning process, in- 
cluding the print itself, to be soiled with chemicals, greasy 
fingerprints, etc. 

The list of equipment needed begins with several trays of 
the proper size. The trays must not expose any metal parts, 
particularly iron. Glass or hard rubber trays are the best, but 
enameled trays can also be used if they have no cracks or 
chipped spots. The trays must be kept scrupulously clean and 
must be thoroughly washed both before and after use. Then 
we need the chemicals used in the toning processes. The chem- 
icals should be handled with care, first to prevent them from

contaminating one another, and second because most of them 
are poisons—and also because they may leave indelible stains. 

We will use several bottles for the stock solutions of the 
toners. They should be brown bottles with tight-fitting cork 
or plastic (not metal) screw caps. The bottles must always be 
used for the same purpose. Do not use any bottle for one 
toner, then for another, no matter how well you think you 
have washed it out. 

Finally we need a scale to measure out the chemicals for 
the toner, and a small graduate for liquid measurements. These 
are all the equipment required. 

The next question is: When should we tone our prints and 
when should we avoid toning? When will toning improve our 
prints and which toners should be used for best results? This 
is a difficult question to answer, because it is mostly a matter 
of taste which prints we tone and to what color. However, by 
varied experience we have arrived at a method which is rather 
safe to apply. 

First we make a “proof,” a straight enlargement, which we 
can study. There are two things to be considered before we 
decide if we should or should not tone our print. One is the 
subject matter, the other is the purpose of the finished print. 

The subject matter is to be studied carefully. If we can 
tone our print so that the main subject will approach its real 
life color in the toned print more than in the untoned one, we 
should tone our print by all means. This may require some 
explanation. For instance, the subject of Figure 1 is a scene

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at sundown. Toned to a reddish brown, this print will look 
much better than in the original black and white because the 
reddish brown color will create and deepen the effect of sunset. 
The subject of Figure 4 is a harbor scene. The effect of this 
print will be greatly improved by blue toning, which brings 
its color closer to that-of the original scene. 

The effect of the print shown in Figure 3 is based on design 
and contrast, both of which are emphasized best in a black- 
and-white print. Toning this print would lessen its effect 
rather than add to it. 

Sometimes we have a negative, which, if printed straight, 
does not yield an outstanding picture, but with proper enlarg- 
ing procedure can be made to yield an excellent print. Or we 
may have a good print already, but by changing the enlarging 
procedure we can make another excellent print, quite different 
from the previous one. Take the print shown in Figure 1, for 
instance. The sunset scene, toned reddish brown, makes a 
good picture. Take the same negative, make a much darker 
print (see Figure 2), tone it blue, and you will have a night 
scene by moonlight. Thus it is possible to make two excellent, 
but entirely different prints of the same negative. Thus we 
have another use for toning in connection with the subject 
matter—if we have envisioned the print we want to get out of 
a negative, toning may be one means of realizing our aim. 

The purpose of the finished print is also to be considered 
before making a decision on toning. Generally we make en- 
largements for one of three purposes: 1. For reproduction; 
2. To send to salons; 3. To hang in our homes. 

1. A print made for reproduction should not be toned. While 
it is possible to make good reproductions of some toned prints, 
magazines and newspapers still prefer black-and-white glossies. 

2. Prints to be sent to a salon should be toned, if pos- 
sible. Many salon judges prefer toned prints (do not ask us 
why) and we seem to have a better chance of success with a 
toned print. 

3. If we intend to hang a print in our home we have to 
consider the subject matter first to decide if it should be toned. 
Then we have to check the location where we want to hang it 
and see how the tone we choose would match its planned sar- 
roundings. This is important for the best possible effect. 

Thus we have seen that we tone a print if by toning: 1. We 
get closer to the original color or mood of the main subject; 
2. If we get’a certain desired effect by toning the print; 3. If 
we want to send it to a salon; 4. If the surroundings into which 
the print will be placed warrant it. 

We are going to describe the so-called “cold” toning proc- 
esses, which can be executed at room temperature. The few 
“hot” toners, which are to be heated in a water bath for use, are 
too inconvenient for the average amateur. The toners which 
we will want to learn to use are the following: 


SEPIA TONER (warm brown) 

SELENIUM TONER (purple to reddish brown) 
COPPER TONER (warm black to copper red) 
GOLD CHLORIDE BLUE TONER (blue) 


We will make the instructions as short as possible, but you 
will have to follow them to the letter to get the results de- 
scribed. There is one more thing to be mentioned—toning 
will change the tone, the color of your print, but it will not 
change the print itself. By this we mean that if you have a 
brilliant print, it will be brilliant after toning; if you have a 
dull, flat print, it will be dull after toning. Do not expect toning 
to do miracles for your pictures. 


Non-hardening Hypo 


There is one important prerequisite of successful toning: do 
not use a hypo with hardener for prints to be toned. The 
hardened emulsion will not take toning properly. The follow- 
ing formula can be used instead:

Fix the prints for about 4 to 5 minutes in fresh hypo, mov- 
ing them every minute or so to avoid hypo stains. After 
fixing, the prints must be washed thoroughly before toning. 
This means washing in fast running water for at least 1% 
hours, making sure that the prints are separated regularly

In the winter, when the temper- 
ature ofthe running water is low, more time should be allowed 
for thorough washing. We can start to time the washing only 
after the last print has been put into the water. After wash- 
ing has started, we may not put in more prints from the hypo 
as this would contaminate the wash water and we'd have to 
start washing all over again. It is imperative that the prints 
to be toned be washed thoroughly or else our effort will be 
doomed to failure. 
Sepia Toning 

Sepia toning yields a pleasing warm brown tone. It works best 
with bromide and fast chlorobromide papers. Do not attempt 
to use it with slow chlorobromide papers as it will give an 
unpleasing yellowish brown tone. The print made for sepize 
toning should be fully (or even a little over) developed in < 
metol-hydroquinone developer like D-72. Underdeveloped 
(pulled) prints, or those developed in very warm tone de- 
veloper will not tone satisfactorily, and will turn out muddy, 
flat results. 

The print so made should be washed thoroughly as described 
above. The toner is to be prepared in two stock solutions. The 
first is the bleaching solution, the second is the toning solution. 
I personally use the Kodak T-7a Sulfide Sepia Toner formula 
for my own work, but any similar formula can be used. The 
formulas are available from any dealer, so we do not repeat 
them here. This toner is not available ready-made, and it is 
not identical with the single-solution sepia toner sold by 
dealers. We will have to make it up ourselves. Having made 
up the solutions according to the formula, the toning process 
is the following: 

In a clean tray we prepare the bleaching solution. We im- 
merse the print to be toned in this solution and keep it agitated 
all the time, as shown in Figures 5 and 6. The bleaching will 
start soon. First the highlights will go, then the middle tones, 
and finally the shadows. On the fully bleached print we still 
can see a faint, light yellow image. To judge when the bleach- 
ing is finished we watch the deepest shadows. The blacks will 
turn gray first, then a milky gray, and finally yellow. Depend- 
ing on the density of the print itself, the bleaching time at 70° 
F. will take from 1 to 3 minutes. If in doubt, leave the print in 
the bleaching solution for another 30 seconds. When the 
bleaching is completed, we’ wash the print in running water 
for about 15 minutes. Discard the bleach, wash the tray 
thoroughly, then prepare the toning solution. This toning solu- 
tion has a rather odd smell, but it is bearable if we do not let 
the bleach and the toner mix (what we should avoid anyway). 
If by neglect we allow the two solutions to mix, then the whole 
house may smell from it. 

After the 15-minute wash in running water, we immerse the 
print in the toning solution and agitate it continuously. The 
toning will start to take place immediately after immersion 
and will be finished in about 30 seconds to 1 minute. Then we 
wash the print again in running water for about 15 minutes 
and then dry it. As the toning solution softens the emulsion 
greatly, it is important that we handle the toned print care- 
fully until dry. We cannot dry it on a heated dryer. The 
safest way to dry it is by hanging, as we do with our films, 
letting nothing touch the emulsion till dry. (See Figure 8.) 

Selenium Toning 

The selenium toner is a single-solution toner which we buy 
ready made. The selenium toners made by Eastman and 
Ansco are the best known brands. While the sepia toner works 
best with bromide and fast chlorobromide papers, the selenium 
toner is best suited for use with the slow chlorobromides. It 
also works with the fast chlorobromides, but the results are 
not satisfactory. The use of the selenium toner with slow 
chlorobromide papers is the following: 

First the print must be washed very thoroughly, even add- 
ing another % hour to the usual washing time. Then we 
make up the toner, but not according to the instructions of the 
manufacturer. The manufacturers usually recommend a dilu- 
tion of the toner of 1:3 to 1:7 with water. We dilute it much 
more because we have found this more dilute form easier to 
work with. We dilute them 1:12 (one part stock solution to 
twelve parts of water). In this solution we immerse our 
thoroughly washed print and keep it agitated vigorously dur- 
ing the whole toning time. This (Continued on page 94)

More Than Meets the Eyve—A good camera case 
must, as the designers say, be functional; it 
must be handsome and serve handsomely. To 
achieve its purpose, and return full value for 
its cost, it must be properly designed for the 
camera, must be made of good materials, and 
must be put together to stand rugged wear. 

Here—to help you buy wisely—are a few 
notes on how the leather cases for fine Kodak 
cameras are made. 

First, the materials. All leather is top grain, 
from the Grade A sections of whole hides. It 
must pass rigid tests in the chemical labora- 
tory of Kodak’s Camera Works—tests for 
crocking, bending, scuffing, fading, aging, 
“spewing,’’ embossing, acidity. It must meet 
specifications for color, gloss, grain, and thick- 
ness. Only if it passes on all these and numer- 
ous other counts is it considered worth putting 
into a Kodak case. 

Other materials—metal fittings and inserts, 
thread, corduroy Kodacloth, and the leather- 
grained Kodadur commonly used for linings 
because it is more scuff-resistant than genuine 
leather—must pass similarly exacting specifi- 
cations or tests 

Design and engineering are conducted by 
a special section of the Kodak Camera Works 
—with access to techniques and machine fa- 
cilities not common in ordinary leather- work- 
ing shops. 

Examine a field case for a fine Kodak camera 
—the Kodak Reflex, for example—and you'll 
easily pick out the superiorities of design. 
Note the front panel insert—a sturdy box-like 
section, not built up by stitching several pieces 
of leather, but smoothly die-formed in a hot 
press from one piece of fine leather. Feel the 
rigidity of the main case; between the lining 
and outer leather there's a rust-proofed steel 
shell, 25 1000 of an inch thick, for permanent 
sturdiness and added protection to your cam- 
era. There are similar metal inserts in other 
Kodak field cases—wherever cut-outs or other 
structural features indicate the desirability of 
extra support ; 

Some features of assembly are less apparent 
—but are important in the life of the case. 
Adhesives for linings and covers are thor- 
oughly tested before use. Important seams are 


both glued and stitched. Seam ends are back- 
stitched or locked by hand whenever the 
seam terminates at a point of strain. 

The net result is a case worthy of a fine cam- 
era; a case that will yield service and protec- 
tion beyond its cost. Kodak makes more than 
twenty types. Your Kodak dealer can show 
you, or obtain for you, the model you need.

No Guesswork—Do you ever pause and wonder 
if your stock solution of developer has died of 
old age and oxidation? Best way to end that is 
to step over to your Kodak dealer's and get a 
dozen 5-cent Kodak Universal M-Q Developer 
packets.

Using Kodachrome — Kodachrome Film should 
not be left in the camera for long periods after 
exposure. With undue delay, the latent image 
on the film intensifies . . . and the final positive 
transparency appears overexposed.

Watch expiration dates, too. All films change 
in sensitivity with age; but in multilayer color 
films, the layers tend to change at different 
rates. Over-age film will yield an image, but 
the color balance doesn't match that of fresh 
film. 

And guard against the temptation to mix 
daylight and artificial light when you shoot 
color indoors. Even where daylight from a 
window can be balanced with blue Photo- 
flood or Photoflash lamps, exposures are diffi- 
cult to calculate. It's better to draw the shades, 
and use regular flood or flash with Koda- 
chrome Film, Type A.

And, if the trend which 
started last year continues to accelerate this 
year, they’re none too early; there will be a 
jam of orders for Kodachrome Prints in the 
month or two before Christmas.

Record That Number—Do you have a record of 
the serial number or lens number of your cam- 
era, filed so that if the camera is lost you can 
report it properly . . . and can identify it accu- 
rately when found? 

If not, attend to it now. With cameras still 
scarce and in demand, the threat of theft and 
the difficulty of replacement are both greater 
than normal. In case of loss or theft, report the 
number to your Kodak dealer and to the police. 
Your dealer will report to Kodak, and Kodak 
will alert other dealers; and the police may 
find the camera if it turns up at a pawnshop 
or secondhand store. 

Incidentally, that camera number has a spe- 
cial value if you're taking a vacation trip out- 
side the United States. Record it with the cus- 
toms authorities both here and in the country 
you visit, and obtain a certificate or other 
evidence of possession. That will eliminate 
any question of import or export duty. 


Hot Weather Processing—Warm weather brings 
special problems in film processing. If your 
darkroom runs a fever in the summertime 
—or if water temperature tends to get out of 
control—you'll find it wise to keep a supply 
of Kodak Hi-Temp Hardener on hand. It's 
used before developing, to insure maximum 
protection of films and plates when tempera- 
ture is higher than recommended; also before 
reduction or intensification, and whenever a 
hard, resistant emulsion is needed. Package to 
make one quart is 55 cents; to make one gal- 
lon, $1.

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HOW TO KEEP 


YOUR HORIZON LEVEL 
by Eric Wahleen 


ONCE READ a book on photography and 
it said, “In many cases the photographer 
will have to use his own ingenuity to solve his 
problems.” Truer words were never spoken. 
Take the problem of setting up the camera 
to keep the horizon straight, for example. A 
simple way to level your camera is to line it 
up with trees in the background. But what 
if the trees don’t happen to be vertical? Does 
one still go by the trees, or should the cam- 
era be set up level and the trees allowed to 
run off at an angle? If you feel that you 
must keep the trees parallel with the sides of 
the picture, you may find yourself working 
against one of the laws of nature, namely 
gravity. 

A similar problem is encountered when you 
want to photograph your subject on a hillside. 
The horizon is always tilted if you keep the 
subject straight—and if you try to tilt the 
subject to match the horizon you may end up 
with a hospital bill. This doesn’t mean it 
can’t be done—if you just have enough of 
that ingenuity the book mentioned. A few 
stout ropes, a stake or two, and a heavy maul 
will help you solve the problem.—e

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A Homebuilt Retlector 
to Lighten Shadows 


Your outdoor pictures will improve if 
you employ this reflector asa fill-in light

time, a small reflector will do won- 

ders in improving your pictures and 
give you results that you would think 
could only be achieved by lugging around 
assorted back-breaking equipment for 
your fill-in lighting. 

You know that reflectors are used by 
photographers to catch the sun’s rays and 
reflect them into the shadow portions of 
a subject in order to fill in those dark, 
dreary shadows that make your best girl 
say, “But what happened to my eyes?” 
Or the doting mother next door who fol- 
lows her icy stare with, “But Junior 
really does have a face under his cow- 
boy hat.” 

Yes, I know that it is practically im- 
possible to buy a ready-made reflector, 
but it doesn’t take much time, material, 
or skill to make your own in your base- 
ment workshop. As for the materials, 
you may find that you have most of them 
on hand already. Take a run down to 
the basement and look around. You will 
need a piece of plywood, four lengths of 
lx2 for a frame, a little shellac and a 
brush, a can of Ansco Matte Stay-Flat 
Solution (or varnish will do just as well), 
ind a package of aluminum leaf. 

The plywood should be at least a 
quarter of an inch thick to prevent warp- 
ing and may be any size you wish to 
make your reflector. I have found that a 
reflector 25x35” reflects plenty of light 
for ordinary purposes and is easy to 
carry on photographic expeditions. It

just fits snugly and out of the way on 
the floor of the car trunk, leaving plenty 
of room for the remainder of my equip- 
ment. A larger one would be more sub- 
ject to damage. 

When you have your plywood, take 
the four pieces of 1x2 and nail them to 
the edges, thus making a frame. This 
frame is necessary to protect the alumi- 
num leaf. If you have an extra piece of

1x2, you may want to hinge it to the back 
to make an easel. Now that the carpen- 
ter work is finished, you are in the home- 
stretch. A coat of shellac should be ap- 
plied to fill in the pores of the plywood, 
thereby insuring a smooth surface for 
your covering of foil. You'll have time 
to run upstairs for a cup of coffee, and 
by the time you get back, the shellac 
should be dry enough to continue. 

For pasting the aluminum leaf to the 
board, I have found the matte stay-flat 
solution to be the easiest and most con- 
venient. Its practicality for this purpose 
is that once applied it becomes tacky and 
stays that way, never becoming too wet 
or too dry. However, if this particular 
solution is not available, ordinary varnish 
though trickier to use, will afford the 
same result. Simply apply a coat and 
allow it to dry just long enough to be- 
come tacky. This should take about five 
minutes; then you’re ready for the foil. 
This operation should be done in sections 
or you will find the varnish becoming dry 
before you are ready to apply the leaf. 

The use of aluminum leaf for your re- 
flecting surface is recommended because, 
although you may have thought of gold 
or silver, the gold leaf will not give the

Beachcomber with 
A Camera

lection. Mother Nature has distributed 
her cast-off toys with a large and lavish 
hand, and where anyone may find them 
and play at imaginative photography. A]! 
that one needs to find these bizarre frag- 
ments of our world wherever he may 
walk is an observant and imaginative eye 

The degree to which a photographe: 
succeeds in making something exciting 
out of the strange, beautiful, or weird 
objects described and illustrated here de- 
pends entirely on his imaginative facul- 
ties. This type of picture needs more 
than just documentation if it is to be 
more than merely a record of a decaying 
crab or shell or fish. Before we even 
start arranging things we have to have 
an idea and a plan, and have to know 
what we want to say. Take, for instance, 
a handful of dried shark eggs which are 
abundant all along the Atlantic coast. 
Spread them on a table and take a look 
at them. What do they resemble, what 
do they remind you of, what are their 
main characteristics? Can you see that 
life-like quality induced by their weirdly 
curving horns (which these eggs used to 
anchor themselves to sea weeds while 
they were still in the ocean); can you 
imagine them as ant-like intelligent in- 
sects from Mars gesticulating with their 
antennae; can you see them standing on 
their hind legs wildly weaving their arms 
in the air, or see them marching in col- 
umns over the sand—attacking, killing, 
and eating the slow and cumbersome 
crabs? Can you imagine them to have a 
fierce life of their own? 

Or take a look at some shells of the 
very common Jonah crab. Don’t they 
resemble heavily armored tanks? Espe- 
cially the broken ones, the ones with 
gaping holes found half buried in drift- 
ing sand, in a graveyard of burned out 
shells, legs, and claws which thrust deso- 
lately upwards to the sky? 

Try to get this feeling of death and 
desolation in your picture by turning the 
shells on their backs, burying them 
partly in the sand, emphasizing the holes 
in their sides, lighting them with slanting 
side-light suggestive of the last rays of 
the setting sun. 

Overcome your natural aversion and 
pick up some of the desiccated fish you 
frequently find after a storm. In most 
cases they are already dry and won't 
smell. What fascinating objects for the 
camera! Just look at their mummified 
heads and observe their different expres- 
sions, funny, tragic, horrifying, macabre, 
fierce, or cruel. Notice the stupid and 
cow-like physiognomy of blowfish with 
parrot-like beaks, the murderous look of 
the shark, the nightmarishly cruel mouth 
of the skate. 

Try to capture such expressions in your 
pictures by means of dramatic lighting 
and clever angle of view. You have to 
play with your objects, to experiment, to 
create. You alone are the judge.

For instance, in the case 
of the shark eggs, I visualized them as 
some kind of desert nomads, roving over 
the sands attacking the fortress of the 
crabs, while some sentinels stand silent 
guard in the background. 

I get my props together—the sand, the 
pebbles, the driftwood—and I begin to 
build. Imagine you are once more a 
child playing with toys.

spirit of the things you play with, identify 

yourself with them, live and feel with 

them. And slowly you will forget what 
| worried you only half an hour before. 
| You will begin to relax and to play, to 
dream, to compose, and to create a small 
world of your own. 

This kind of tabletop photography of- 
fers ideal opportunities for studies in 
composition, since everything is possible 
here. While in the majority of “ordi- 
nary” pictures at least some things are 
unalterably fixed, like sky and clouds, 
buildings, mountains, or trees in the 
background, scale and proportions be- 
tween different objects, the sun in the 
sky, etc.—in this, our own little tabletop 
world, everything can be moved around 
or exchanged for something else. This 
permits the photographer every conceiv- 
able freedom for arranging his composi- 
tion in exactly the way he wants it, and 
excuses are no longer possible. 

He may change his background and 
his foreground, his sky and his lighting, 
make the sun shine from above or from 
the side or from below (without having 
to wait for a real sun to complete its 
daily round). If a piece of wood looks 
too big in comparison to some other ob- 
ject he simply exchanges it for a smaller 
one, and if a crabshell appears too small 
compared to another crab he merely puts 
a larger one in its place. And so on.

agination and ingenuity. When finally 
adjusting the camera you can of course 
show as much or as little of your setup 
as you please. However, after some ex- 
perience you usually will find that the 
less you show—or rather, the more you 
concentrate on only a limited part of 
your miniature world—the stronger the 
effect of the picture. 

Parallels to this observation can be 
found all throughout photography. The 
closeup of a face, for instance, usually 
makes a stronger impression than the 
picture showing the whole person, and 
the closeup of a flower is more attractive 
than the shot depicting half of the gar- 
den. Once I got interested in the teeth 
of a skate and made a series of pictures. 
First, I showed practically the whole jaw; 
then I went closer and limited my view 
to only a smaller part and found that I 
got a much stronger picture. And finally, 
using a lens with a focal length of only 
one inch in my 4x5 camera, I shot the 
super closeup which clearer than any of 
the previous pictures revealed the intri- 
cate buzz-saw like construction of those 
teeth, and gave a most convincing im- 
pression of their formidable efficiency. 

Technically, lighting any of these table- 
top setups is very simple: A baby spot 
acts as the main light, while a well- 
diffused floodlamp lightens otherwise too 
heavy shadows and helps to keep con- 
trasts within printable range. Artistic- 
ally, however, producing the right kind

of lighting effect may be anything but 
simple, and before we start pushing 
lights around we should be aware of the 
fact that any effective lighting has to 
serve a double purpose: First it has to 
show objects and textures to best advan- 
tage, and second it has to create a feel-

ing of mood in accordance with the con- 
tents of the picture and the idea it has 
to convey. Objects show up best if they 
are properly separated from each other 
and from their common background, a 
demand which can be met most easily by 
means of side light or back light. To 
render texture necessitates the use of 
low, slanting light which skims along the 
surface of the object. By throwing extra 
long shadows such light emphasizes the 








small irregularities, cavities, and eley;- 
tions which altogether produce the im- 
pression of texture. The accompanying 
pictures show many examples of this 
type of light. The position of each light 
can easily be determined from the direc- 
tion of the shadow it produces. 

The mood of a picture depends on 
what we want it to say. A menacing and 
sinister impression, for instance, neces- 
sitates darkness interrupted only by a 
few strategically placed highlights. But 
the picture of a hot and arid desert needs 
plenty of light and only very little dark- 
ness if it is to convey the idea of dry- 
ness and intolerable heat. Examples 
demonstrating lighting schemes for dif- 
ferent kinds of mood can be found in 
the illustrations. 

When arranging any kind of lighting 
scheme, I always begin with the placing 
of the main light (here the baby spot). 
Only after this most important light has 
been arranged entirely to my satisfaction 
do I place the fill-in (floodlamps). To- 
gether, these two lights should create an 
illumination that looks as if it came from 
only a single source of light, which 
makes it all-important to avoid two sets 
of shadows that cross each other, or 
cause shadows within shadows. The only 
way of avoiding this very amateurish 
mistake is by using a fill-in that is well 
enough diffused (large reflector plus dif- 
fusing screen) and far enough away from 
the set to throw a “shadowless” light.

sand), and to produce any desired degree 
of contrast from delicate white-in-white 
effects to strongest black and white 
merely with the help of light. The ac- 
companying photographs contain ex- 
amples for this type of technical exercise. 
On the other side, the opposite extreme, 
the combination of very light and very 
dark objects offers equally interesting 
and educational opportunities to develop 
or improve mastery of contrast with the 
help of light for the purpose of produc- 
ing negatives that will make prints in 
which highlights and shadows are 
equally well detailed. 

Even if for no other than these strictly 
technical reasons, time and material you 
dedicate to such efforts will not have 
been spent in vain. Later they will re- 
ward you generously by improving the 
technical quality of your every-day pho- 
tographic work.—®

is to to insure even toning. With the 
selenium toner we can get a long range 
of different tones, depending on the ton- 
ing time. The print first will become 
warm black, then a dark purplish brown, 
then it will turn lighter brown on the 
reddish side, and will end up in a light 
reddish brown. The most pleasing tones 
for most purposes are yielded by the 
selenium toner at the beginning of the 
toning time. The dark purplish tones, 
which we get at the beginning of the ton- 
ing, are very beautiful. The lighter red- 
dish brown tones, that we get when we 
carry the toning further, are suitable only 
for certain subjects. We have to watch 
the print closely during toning to be able 
to pull it when it reaches the tone we 
want. (See Figure 7.) When this hap- 
pens we pull the print out of the toner 
and wash it in running water for 12 hour. 
If we are in doubt as to when to pull the 
print, we should pull it rather too early 
than too late. It is always possible to re- 
soak the print after it has been dried and 
continue toning. While the sepia toning 
works best when the print has been fully 
developed in a D-72 type developer, for 
selenium toning we should not develop 
the print longer than the normal devel- 
oping time—even a little shorter. Prints 
developed in so-called warm-tone devel- 
opers (as Kodak D-52, for instance) will 
react very well to selenium toning. The 
diluted selenium toner can be used over 
and over again as long as it works. Keep 
it in a well-corked brown bottle. 


Copper toning 


The copper toner yields very pleasing 
reddish copper tones. It is most suitable 
for use with fast chlorobromide papers 
(such as Kodabromide, Velour Black, 
etc.). We use Ansco Copper Intensifier 
for copper toning, diluted according to 
instructions coming with it. The prints 
will have to be washed thoroughly be- 
fore being immersed in the toner, and 
they have to be agitated all the time. The 
toning starts slowly; the first traces are 
noticeable in about 2 minutes. The print 
first will become warm black, then it will 
turn to a reddish copper color. It can 
be pulled from the toner any time when 
the print has reached the tone we want. 
If we pull it too early, we can resoak 
it and continue toning any time. After 
toning we wash the print for about 15 
minutes in running water. Do not dry 
the print on a hot drier or let anything 
hot touch the print, as it will turn blue 
at the spots where it was exposed to heat. 


Gold chloride blue toning 


Finally we have arrived at the gold 
chloride blue toning, which is considered 
difficult by many amateurs. It is not 
difficult at all, and if we follow the in- 
structions closely, we will have excellent 
results. As far as the papers are con- 
cerned, both the fast and slow chlorobro- 
mides can be used. But while the slow 
chlorobromides react to this toner very 
well, the fast chlorobromides tone slowly

and only to a limited degree. Prints 
developed in a warm-tone developer will 
react better, also the prints which were 
somewhat underdeveloped. 

First we have to make the three stock 
solutions of the toner:

Then the 
vial is broken by striking it against the 
edge of a table, with grooved side out. 


very careful with the gold chloride. It 
is a poison, it leaves nasty stains and, last 
but not least, it is expensive. It comes in 
sealed glass tubes, and it takes skill to 
open them without loss or damage. The 
glass tube of the gold chloride made by 
Eastman Kodak comes with a groove al- 
ready filed in it, ready to break and 
empty. But according to our experience, 
the filing is not deep enough to make the 
opening easy. So to open any make of 
gold chloride tube we take a sharp file 
and file a deep scratch half-way around 
the tube at the middle. Then we tap one 
end of the tube gently against the table 
to collect most of the gold chloride there. 
Holding that end downward, grabbing 
the two ends of the tube, we strike it 
against the end of the table at the spot 
where the filing is, but with the filed 
part away from the table. If we filed it 
deep enough the tube should break in 
half at the filing. If it does not, strike 
again a little harder. If it still does not 
open, file some more and try again. Once 
open, pour the contents into the water. 
To remove the gold chloride sticking to

the half tubes as this will wash away the | 


expensive chemical. Just put in 2 or 3 | 


drops at a time. | 


To make up the toner for use, we take 
12 oz. of water in a clean tray and pour 
in 114 oz. of each of the three stock solu- 
tions in the order given above. This 1614 
oz. working solution will tone from 4 to 
7 11x14 prints, according to the subjects. 
Prints with many dark parts exhaust the 
toner faster than the lighter subjects. The 
mixed toner lasts for a few hours. 

For blue toning, the prints will have to 
be washed with extra care. The slightest 
trace of hypo left in the print will cause 
unsatisfactory results. We immerse the 
washed print in the toner and agitate it 
during the whole toning time. It will 
take from five minutes to an hour to 
complete the toning, depending on the 
paper used, the tone wanted, and on the 
development of the print. Slow chloro- 
bromide papers a little underdeveloped 
in a warm-tone developer will tone the 
fastest and to the deepest blue. Fast 
chlorobromide papers fully developed in 
a D-72 type developer will tone the slow- 
est and even then not too well. The ton- 
ing is done at room temperature (about 
70° F.), but if a print does not tone well, 
it may help to raise the temperature of 
the toner to about 90° F. The print can 
be pulled from the blue toner any time 
when it reaches the desired tone. After 
toning we wash the print for a full hour 
in running water. Dry the prints by 
hanging and do not let anything touch 
the emulsion before dry. 

Let us now summarize the things to 
be remembered for successful toning: 

1. Follow instructions carefully. Use 
the proper paper, and develop it accord- 
ing to the recommendations for each 
toner. 

2. Do not use a hardening hypo for 
prints to be toned. It will hinder the 
action of the toner. Use the hypo for- 
mula given earlier in this article. 

3. Wash the prints thoroughly, separat- 
ing and agitating them during washing. 

4. As most toning processes soften the 
emulsion, dry toned prints as you would 
negatives: by hanging, nothing touching 
the emulsion until dry. 

5. If the prints dry down too dull, you 
may apply a coat of Kodak Print Lustre 

(not Laquer), which will bring the sur- 
face up more brilliantly. 

This is about all you have to know to 
be able to do toning successfully. We 
the most popular and 
convenient toning processes in detail, and 
guarantee you good results if you follow 
the instructions.

PHOTOGRAPHY 


By BRUCE DOWNES 





HE PULITZER PRIZE for the best 

news picture of the year, as every- 
one by now should have forgotten, went 
to Arnold Hardy, 25-year-old amateur 
photographer, for his grab shot of a 
woman hurtling to her death from the 
blazing Hotel Winecoff in Atlanta, Ga. 
I resurrect this dolorous item belatedly 
due to the time-lapse exigencies of maga- 
zine publishing, and because of the im- 
portant implications inherent in the in- 
cident. Five antecedent awards—two 
trom Kent State (Ohio) University, and 
the Atlantic City Press Headliners Club, 
the Editor & Publisher’s Graflex Dia- 
mond Award, the Associated Press 
Award, and the Encyclopaedia Britannica 
Award—make it singularly unanimous. 

The Pulitzer prizes, remember, are 
supposed to be meted out to newspaper 
reporters, editorial writers, novelists, 
poets, and press photographers for work 
of conspicuous merit. The obvious con- 
clusion is that Mr. Hardy’s lugubriously 
sensational picture represents the acme 
of achievement for press photographers 
in America, which makes painfully clear 
that the goal of American press photog- 
raphers is to be so alert as to catch the 
grim reaper in the very act of wielding 
his scythe. This, of course, is the logical 
outcome of a basic principle in American 
journalism—the principle of the beat, or 
scoop—getting to the scene first. 

The scoop complex may be laudable 
enough. It is the thing scooped with 
which I am gravely concerned. The prize 
sought by the press is mainly death and 
disaster, which, in cases like war and the 
consequences of criminal negligence and 
preventable poverty, would serve the 
democratic cause of social justice. But 
the death and disasters that bring ac- 
claim to the makers of news photographs 
are usually of a variety that satisfies in- 
stincts no higher in the scale than de- 
praved morbid curiosity. The bloody 
body of the slain gangster photographed 
while the oozing blood was still hot, was 
a coveted prize not too many years ago, 
until the era of suicide jumpers arrived 
to give the press boys a chance to scoop 
death itself. Nothing new about this 
either. William Warnecke did it first al- 
most forty years ago in his remarkable 
picture of the shooting of New York’s 
Mayor Gaynor in 1910, in which the 
photographer released his shutter a split 
second after the assassin squeezed the 
trigger of his gun. 

This year’s Pulitzer prize picture is of 
the latter brand. It hardly matters that 
the woman jumping was motivated by 
flames in the burning building instead of 
psycho-flames in her head. In a proper 
civilization a sentence in the news re- 
port to the effect that “a woman leaped 


from a fifth story window,” would be 
sufficient to satisfy the normally curious. 
To use the remarkable abilities of the 
camera to report factually such instances 
in time does point up the horror for 
those who feed on such grim spectacles, 
and if readers demand such pictures their 
making and publication are probably jus- 
tified. But when the Pulitzer prize com- 
mittee pronounces its benediction sin- 
gling out Mr. Hardy’s picture as the 
year’s highest achievement then Heaven 
pity the craft of press photography! 
Aside from the questionable theory

that this dramatized the horror of the 
Hotel Winecoff fire and helped arouse 
municipal governments throughout the 
country to take steps to prevent repeti- 
tion of such disasters, the fact remains 
that the chief factor in Mr. Hardy’s pic- 
ture was the accident of fate that placed 
him at the scene. His presence of mind 
and steadiness of nerve, which enabled 
him to insert his flashbulb, set his aper- 
ture, focus, and shoot at the precisely 
right moment, were laudable enough, but 
secondary to his luck in being there. His 
achievement certainly was worth the 
money AP paid him for his skill, but 
hardly worth the highest honor. 

Apart frora the caviling criticism that 
the prize picture is not sharp, it contrib- 
utes nothing of significance beyond its 
sensational impact, and certainly does not 
in any way reflect credit to American 
journalism, many of whose photograph- 
ers, laboring quietly in their regional 
bailiwicks, are recording the simple, 
homely day-to-day events of life in 
American towns and cities; and some of 
them are uncovering poignant scenes of 
suffering and privation in pictures which 
may somehow help a little bit in making 
a better world.—

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The Film To Fit 
The Subject

matter which may engage your attention 
from time to time. 

Extreme contrast films have, speaking 
comparatively, no exposure latitude (an 
advantage in line copying) and very fine 
grain. Strangely enough, these films are 
not available in rolls and filmpacks, but 
are supplied for sheet film and 35 mm 
cameras. Sheets are supplied with pan, 


ortho, or non color-sensitized emulsions. 
At the time this is written 35 mm films 





Sheet film can be used in roll-film cam- 
eras. This trick is valuable when an emul- 
sion you need is not available in the 
rolls to fit your camera. Loading must 
be done in the darkroom, with care to be 
sure the film stays in place for exposure. 


of this class are available in pan emulsion 
only. While this situation is unfortunate 
for the fellow who uses a roll-film cam- 
era, there are two ways he can go about 
getting high-contrast copy negatives. The 
most convenient, but least satisfactory 
expedient, is to take the picture on the 
most contrasty slow-speed roll film avail- 
able and prolong development of the 
negative as far as possible. Overly long 
development will, of course, fog the neg- 
ative and actually reduce contrast. 

A far more suitable procedure would 
be to load the roll-film camera with 
single pieces of high contrast sheet film 
cut to the proper size. The principal 











drawback in this method is that the 
camera must be loaded and unloaded in 
the darkroom or a light-tight closet 
after every exposure. However, since 
most copying work is done indoors, dark- 
room loading need not be too great a 
handicap. 

Is it apparent now why you shouldn't 
attempt to make a portrait of your wife, 
a copy of a map, and a stop-action pic- 
ture on the same type of film? Let's 
analyze these typical subjects and try 
to write the specifications of the film 
most likely to give us successful nega- 
tives. 

For portraiture of women, let us agree 
that panchromatic sensitivity is essen- 
tial. Anyone inclined to debate the mat- 
ter should make comparative portraits 
of his favorite female subject on pan 
and ortho films and let her decide which 
print she likes best. Pan will win, hands 
down, every time. In addition to pan 
sensitivity, a portrait film should have 
sufficient contrast to allow good separa- 
tion, especially in flesh tones. There 
should be a smooth progression of gray 
values, without undue flatness at the 
one extreme or harshness at the other. 
Pan sensitivity and pleasing contrast are 
the two most important qualities. Good 
exposure latitude is desirable, but not 
essential because lighting can be care- 
fully controlled and there is always plen- 
ty of time in portraiture to take careful 
meter readings. If you plan to enlarge 
the image to any great extent, you'll 
naturally want a finegrain negative. Ex- 
treme film speed is not necessary. 

The big-camera man, taking every- 
thing into consideration, may select a 
film with an exposure index number of 
50 in daylight, although he is more like- 
ly to use a film rated around 100. For 
smaller roll-film cameras the wisest se- 
lection would probably be a film in the 
“50” group. 

And now for that job of copying a map 
—black lines on a white background. 
This is a high-contrast subject with a lot 
of fine detail and, to get the best possible 
copy, we should make the negative on

As long as the lines are black, the filn 
need only have common, every-day blu 
sensitivity, but if we wish to reproduc 
colored lines in tones which resemb|:

| or pan film will be necessary. 


Speed is of no importance in copying 
and wide exposure latitude is not nece 
sary. As a matter of fact, it would b: 
pretty difficult to find an extreme con 
trast film that did offer much latitud: 
in exposure. Considering the nature o! 
the original map and the sharp, clear- 
cut reproduction we’d like to get, the 
best choice for the sheet-film camera 
will be a film of the type sold under the 
For roll-film 
cameras we can use the same film cut 


| down to fit, loaded into the camera in a 


darkroom. The man with the miniature 
will ask the photo clerk for Micro-file 
or Minipan. 

A word of warning may be in order 
here. Since the latitude of high-con- 
trast films is not great, correct exposure 
is important. Overexposure will tend to 
veil over the lines corresponding to the 
roads on our map. Underexposure may 
fail to give sufficient density in the high- 
light areas causing the white background 
of the map to print as a dirty gray tone. 
Follow the film instruction sheet careful 
ly for best results. 

For the stop-action picture our first 
concern is film speed—we need a filn 
fast enough to allow good exposures at 
small lens apertures when the shutter i 
set at speeds of 1/400 second or highe1 
Wide exposure latitude is probably of 
next importance—to cover up for us il 
the exposure is off. We'll have to take 
grain size as it comes. 

If the light is very poor and extra 
photographic lighting not available, load 
the holders with film from the box 
marked Triple S Pan, or Sports Type, 
both of which offer extreme speed and 
panchromatic sensitivity. 

When the existing light is bright, or 
when synchronized flash is possible, good 
pictures can usually be had with films 
rated at about 100. Press photographers 
use films in this group for most of the 
pictures we see in our newspapers and 
magazines. Sheet films of this speed are 
sold in both pan and ortho emulsions, 
roll and 35 mm in pan sensitivity only. 

Knowing which type of film is most 
likely to produce the desired results un- 
der a given set of circumstances will help 
us get the best possible picture of the 
wide variety of subject matter that passes 
before our camera lens. But what is one 
to do if he must make the picture now 
and neither he nor the dealer happens 
to have the proper film on hand? 0! 
still worse—what to do if the best type 
of film for the job is not supplied in a 
size or form to fit his camera? Clear; 
such conditions call for compromise. One 
must take the best film available anc 
manipulate things in such manner as tO 
achieve, as closely as possible, the most 
satisfactory results. 

For example, if we know that the ex-

developing time. This may lead to rather 
contrasty negatives, but you will get 
maximum shadow detail. If necessary, 
make the print on soft paper to keep 
print contrast within reasonable bounds. 

It’s hardly possible to get finegrain 
negatives on a coarse-grained film, but 
grain size will be less noticeable if you 
give the minimum correct exposure (just 
enough to hold shadow detail) and de 
velop the negative in a “finegrain” formu- 
la. One shouldn’t overdevelop, either 
Carry development no farther than is 
necessary to get satisfactory contrast. 

When there is nothing but panchro- 
matic film on hand and ortho color re- 
sponse is desired, use a red-absorbing 
filter (green) over the camera lens. 
While it should seldom be necessary, a 
pan film can be made to see the subject 
much as a non color-sensitized film 
would by making the exposure through 
a deep blue filter. Of course, there is no 
way of reversing things. That is to say, 
of producing panchromatic color response 
in an ortho or blue-sensitive film. 

There isn’t much that can be done 
about latitude, either. The film has it, 
or it doesn’t. Be very careful about giv- 
ing correct exposure and don’t overde- 
velop. Fortunately, most of the more 
commonly used films have good expos- 
ure latitude. 

And finally, to step up the contrast of 
a film, give the minimum correct ex- 
posure and maximum development. This 
is practical within limits, but if the de- 
veloping is carried too far fog may be 
formed on the film and the effective 
contrast reduced. 

Tricks like these are valuable because 
they sometimes help us get a better pic- 
ture than would be possible if the film at 
hand were used in the normal manner. 
But for top-notch photographs—pictures 
that say “made by a skillful photogra- 
pher”—analyze the requirements of your 
camera subject carefully, and use the 
film to fit that subject.

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“TYPES of PHOTOGRAPHERS 





Warp PEASE DISCUSSES; 





HERE are many different kinds of 

photographers and I am not referring 
to the usual classification of professional 
and amateur or commercial, news, maga- 
zine, free-lance, etc. I am thinking of the 
different kinds, all of whom consider 
themselves under the general heading of 
amateurs—those who belong to camera 
clubs like yours and mine. You may even 
recognize yourself or some of your fel- 
lows among the classifications used here. 
Often the novice has not yet found him- 
self when he joins a club and he does not 
fall into any class except that of begin- 
ner. Sooner or later he will fit into one 
group or another. This does not refer so 
much to the type of picture that he pre- 
fers to make as to his whole attitude to- 
ward amateur photography, which is 
something else again. The classifications 
I have in mind are: critical, political, gad- 
geteering, technical, educational, and 
print making. These classifications do 
not permit sharp lines of distinction. One 
individual may fit partially into two or 
more classifications, but sooner or later, 
one will dominate. 

Just as it takes all kinds of individuals 
to make up this world, all of these differ- 
ent classifications of photographers are 
good for any well-rounded camera club. 
It may seem difficult to find any value in 
some of the above classifications, but let 
us look them over. It sometimes happens 
that the club member who can make the 
best prints can tell why a print is good; 
sometimes he cannot. In addition to 
knowing why a print may be good or not, 
it takes the ability to explain it in words 
of one syllable for the rest to compre- 
hend, in order to make a good critic. This 
ability to grasp quickly that which makes 
a print good or bad, and to express it 
well, is more important in a critic than 
the ability to make a good print. Fre- 
quently this comes only after the stage of 
making good prints has been reached, 
but: that stage may be passed through 
rather quickly. Perhaps even one out- 
standing print way back in the past may 
be sufficient. 

The political photographers are neces- 
sary too. We need someone to handle 
the organization and operation of camera 
clubs and other groups. More often than 
not it takes a type of temperament all its 
own. While most of the political jobs do 
not require too much in the way of par- 
ticularized attention, to do well as presi- 
dent, treasurer, or chairman of house or 
program committees usually takes a spe- 
cialized skill. Unfortunately these jobs 
also take a lot of time. I have seen too 
many cases where the acquisition of one 
of these jobs has crowded out equally 
worthy activities, such as print making. 
The overdoing of any one of the types of 
activities under discussion can lead to

market all of the time. If we were to try 
them all in order to find out what is good 
and what is junk, there would be no time 
left for the making of pictures. Those 
folks in a club or other group who will 
try anything once, save us a lot of trou- 
ble and expense. They serve a good pur- 
pose, not only in trying out all of these 
things and reporting on them for us, but 
also in keeping the market in a good fluid 
state. There is always something moving 
into the used equipment market for those

who feel that when the first 1 per cent of 
usage has taken off the first 50 per cent 
of the price is the time to buy. Others 
closely related to the gadgeteer group try 
all of the new papers and films as they 
come onto the market and report on 
them, thus saving a lot of time and trou- 
ble for those who do not want to miss any 
good bets in new developments. 

The big laboratories maintained by the 
manufacturers of photographic supplies 
and equipment do not leave as much fo: 
discovery by the technical amateur in 
photography as has been the case in the 
past in radio, for instance. When it comes 
to the development of new things in films, 
papers, or cameras, the amateur research 
worker does not have much of an oppor- 
tunity. But in determining methods of 
utilization, the amateur has done better. 
I sometimes wonder if the big laborato- 
ries do not have all that they can do to 
keep ahead of the amateurs in some 
cases, such as the evolution of the various 
methods of utilizing the color materials 
often in ways not intended by thei: 
manufacturer, in the earlier research on 
finegrain development, in shutter testing 
(much to the discomfiture of the makers 
of some kinds of shutters), and in some 
branches of gadget making. 

Whenever a camera club conducts : 
school, either for its members or for oth- 
ers, it soon becomes apparent that some 
people are better than others at impart- 
ing their knowledge of things photo- 
graphic. Here is where the educational

maximum reflecting power of the brighter 
aluminum, and the silver leaf will tarnish 
in a matter of days. Some photographers 
prefer the soft fill-in light of the gold 
reflector, particularly for color, but the 
same result may be had in black-and- 
white work by simply covering the alu- 
minum with a net cloth cut to the size 
of the reflector and attached to it by 
means of elastic bands in each corner. 

Aluminum leaf is obtainable in most 
art supply stores. It comes in packages 
of 25 leaves, each 514x514. Two packages 
will be more than sufficient to cover a 
reflector of the size illustrated. You will 
find it quite temperamental to handle, but 
with a little perseverance, you will soon 
be rolling along smoothly. The manu- 
facturers of roll and sheet film once again 
are using tin foil in wrapping. This is 
another good source for obtaining reflec- 
tion material. 

The packages come in book form with 
the leaf separated by a sheet of tissue. 
By cutting off the closed end of the book, 
you will be able to pick up the tissue and 
leaf together and apply it to the surface 
of the plywood without coming in contact 
with the foil. Don’t be alarmed if the 
leaf bulges in places—just put it on and 
you can take care of that later. 

In applying the foil, it is best to over- 
lap each piece on all sides. This gives 
you a smooth clean job. When all the 
leaf is applied, cover it completely with 
the sheets of tissue from the package. 
Over this, spread a sheet or two of news- 
paper to cover all the foil. Now roll the 
surface with a print roller. This will flat- 
ten the leaf and make it adhere evenly. 

For closeup work, a reflector with a 
crinkled surface will give you a softer 
light. To get this finish, wrinkle the foil

to make your reflector do double duty— 
with a smooth surface on one side and a 
crimped surface on the other. 

The last step is to take care of those 
straggling edges caused by the leaf over- 
lapping. Stand the reflector on end and 
simply brush off the ends of the foil with 
your fingers. The leaf tears easily, and 
pieces not adhering to the board will 
come off as straight as if you used a razor 
blade. You now have a smooth, bright 
reflecting surface. 

The entire project should not cost more 
than two dollars. And the beauty of it is 
—no more accusing glances from the girl 
friend, no more black eyes for Junior, 
and a lot less time in the darkroom.—}®

photographic career. The Germans in- 
vaded her country just as she was getting 
under way. She had some prints ex- 
hibited at the Madrid salon and had sold 
a few to a magazine in Czechoslovakia, 
but her camera remained in a drawer all 
through World War II. She could not 
bring herself to use it, but wishes now 
that she had. Here, in America with her 
new Rolleiflex, she is starting over again. 

During the past year Mrs. Szasz has 
devoted herself to photographing places 
and people around Washington. She 
spends her spare time with her Rollei 
roaming about looking for picture ma- 
terial, does her film developing at her 
apartment hotel, and saves her negatives 
for her periodic trips to New York where 
she prints them in Munkacsi’s darkroom. 

The Hungarian photographers have 
been distinguished by their habitual use 
of either soft-focus lenses or diffusing 
disks placed over a sharp lens. All of 
Mrs. Szasz’s Hungarian pictures were 
done in this way, as witness the charm- 
ing picture of the crying child reproduced 
with this article. But the American pho- 
tographic climate has led her to abandon 
this technique for the crisp resolution 
given by an unaltered Zeiss Tessar lens. 

The traditional suffering of photogra- 
phers’ wives has been reversed in this 
instance. Back in Hungary Alexander 
Szasz, a devoted husband, suffered his 
wife’s photographic absorption bravely 
enough, and once even consented to ac- 
company her on a photographic weekend 
picnic with camera cronies. This gave 
Szasz an opportunity to sublimate the 
conflict that rages inside all wives and 
husbands whose better halves are under 
the spell of photography. He wrote an 
article about it for a Hungarian photo 
magazine, and called it Life of a Photo 
Husband, pouring forth the whole gamut 
of trials and tribulations, including the 
age-old complaint about the consequences 
of bathroom usurpation for darkroom 
purposes. Having got it out of his system 
the Szasz’s have hit it off perfectly since. 

Alexander Szasz devotes all his time to 
the intricacies of international finance, 
while blonde, lovely Suzanne devotes 
herself to photography, determined to 
achieve the fame that has been coming to 
her fellow Hungarians.—Bruce Downes.

Any home movie deserves good titles. Add even more 


zest by working in some of these clever trick devices 


O AMATEUR MOVIE is complete 
N —whether it be a scant 50-foot 
a reel of your girl friend, or a 400- 
foot reel covering a vacation trip—until 
it has been titled carefully. 

Granted that, as the experts claim, any 
title placed in the film after the lead title 
is an admission of lack of complete pic- 
turization, few of us have the ability, 
time, or money necessary to make our 
pictures so complete that subtitles are 
not necessary. 

So, let’s agree that some use of snappy 
descriptive titles is necessary, and justi- 
fied. Let’s also agree that sooner or later 
you'll want to go in for some fancier 
titling—some so-called trick titling. Here 
are a few suggestions: 

A spinning title can be made with the 
help of a phonograph turntable. The title 
card or background is cemented to a 
black of wood with a hole bored in it to 
fit over the end of the spindle shaft (see 
Figure 1 at left). The card should be 
larger than the actual field of view area 
of the finished title so that the edges of 
the card cannot be seen in the finished 
title. The block keeps the card above the 





tone arm without interference. Title let- 
ters are placed or drawn on the card and 
filmed upside down (Figure 2). When 
enough footage for the title is exposed, 
the turntable motor is snapped on and 
filming continued for a few seconds while 
the title card spins. When the processed 
title is returned from the processor, it is 
turned end for end and spliced into the 
reel, and the result is a title spinning 
around on the screen and suddenly com- 
ing to a stop—to be read. 

This spinning title is most practicable 
when working with 16 mm film. For 8 
mm work, the lettering has to be re- 
versed on the card as well as filmed up- 
side down—because 8 mm film has to be 
turned side for side as well as end for 
end when splicing in a length of film 
taken in this manner. However, straight 
filming can be done by shooting the title 
as it spins around for a few seconds, and 
then stopping the turntable motor and 
quickly straightening the title by a hand 
movement of the turntable. It can even 
be rocked back and forth two or three 
times before the final straightening to 
give the effect of slowing momentum. A 
piece of white tape on the edge of the 
turntable can be used as a guide for posi- 
tive alignment with another on the base 
of the player. The camera, of course, is 
kept going while enough footage is run 
off so that the title will be readable. 

A somewhat different title with a spiral 
background effect also can be made us- 
ing the phonograph turntable. The spiral 
can be drawn by hand on the back- 
ground, using India ink and a small 
brush. Poster card color can be used for 
a colored spiral. The turntable can be 
used as a guide in drawing the spiral by 
placing the card on the turntable and

IN HOME MOVIES 
the time is NOW 


By WHIT HILLYER 





Good approach to z00 movies is to show children (yours or the 
neighbors’) looking at an animal picture book, particularly a book 
whose story is familiar to all. Have one of the children point to an 
animal in the book—then cut to a shot of that animal at the zoo.

ITH travel still a bit on the hectic 

side, amateur movie makers can 

be heard moaning about how 
there’s little or nothing worth shooting 
around home. That’s not so. 

Now is the time for you to take ad- 
vantage of nearby attractions you may 
have overlooked or ignored heretofore, 
and at the same time build up a collection 
of family footage you'll always prize. 

The children—your own or the neigh- 
bors’—fit into this program perfectly. In 
fact, you can use them in the pictures 
and at the same time make the latter in- 
structive and fascinating to the children. 

In passing, it won’t hurt to suggest that 
films of the type to be described herein 
can be projected together with rented 
subjects of both educational and recrea- 
tional types to round out a worth-while 
home program. 

All children love animals, and most 
juvenile literature is full of references to 
fauna of all sorts. Yes, you’ve probably 
guessed it—you can tie in zoo movies 
with animal study in such a way as to 
interest your youngsters, get pictures of 
them, and educate them in a way every- 
body can enjoy. 

While you don’t want to get too in- 
tense about a thing of this kind, neither 
should you go about it in a slap-dash 
way. You’ve probably been to your par- 
ticular zoo many times, and so have the 
children. You should, therefore, have 
some idea of the movie possibilities ac- 
cording to location, subject interest, and 
lighting at various times of the day. Sit 
down for a minute with paper and pencil, 
and outline roughly the scenes which 
might have real value from the stand- 
points of photography, subject interest, 
and instruction or education. 

Next figure approximately how you'll 





Be sure to photograph the elephants—they're always fascinat- 
ing to the children and will be to your audience too. Go to 
the zoo at feeding time else you may find the animals inac- 
tive. Plan your trip, too, when crowds are light, and light is right. 
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In zoo sequences, try to show the children in the fore- 
ground, and eliminate as much extraneous material as possible 
—such as cages, bars, and fences. Also, don't forget to add 
scene variety with use of long shots, medium shots, closeups. 


That garden is a natural for an excellent series of pic- 
tures. Start by showing Dad spading and working the ground, 
then give Mom and the children their turns with the spadin 

fork. (Cut in an occasional closeup of hanky mopping vere 


Time-lapse technique (shooting a few frames periodically from 
the same camera position during plant growth) will give a 
trick effect here, but also will tie up camera for a long period. 


ivaam? 
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You can weave an interesting and instructive tale, too, about 
the value of children acquiring the savings habit. Show them 
doing odd jobs to earn money, buying government savings 
stamps, and finally their expressions as they lick the stamps. 


Then show the planting of the seed. (You can always gag 
this one up by showing a neighbor's rooster following Dad 
down the rows and gobbling the seeds as fast as Dad plants 
them.) As an interlude, have Mom bring out some lemonade. 


And, as the harvest is gathered, get a picture of Dad who 
planted, hoed, sweated, suffered sore muscles, and prayed for 
rain—with the full crop, a quart of peas. Such a ciné pro- 
gram should entertain your guests and give you satisfaction.

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| approach each scene. Take the elephants, 
for instance. You'll probably want to 
come in with a medium or long shot of 
the enclosure, and have the youngsters 
| run into the scene until they’re right up 
| near the cage. Then you move in for a 
close shot of the youngsters as they watch 
the pachyderms. Swing up for a shot of 
| the sign on the cage, then get some foot- 
age of the elephants themselves. A simi 
lar treatment can be given other animals 
and birds, and you can work the children 
in handily by means of having them feed 
peanuts to various creatures in the cages. 
If the zoo near you has no bars to in- 
terfere with the view, so much the better. 
You might do a little preliminary film- 
ing at home to lead into this zoo epic 
naturally. Get a shot of the youngsters 
browsing through their animal books on 
the front steps. Swing in for a closeup 
of one of the more colorful pages in a 
book, a page on which one or more ani- 
mals are shown clearly. From there you 
can move to a general scene of the zoo 
gate or entrance, showing the youngsters 
enthusiastically going in to view the orig- 
| inals of the creatures whose pictures they 
were looking at. If you want to get 
fancy about it, film several closeups of 
animal pictures and splice these into your 
footage just before each shot of the name- 
signs on the zoo enclosures. 

You can work comic touches into the 
opus, too. You might, for example, show 
the youngsters stoking up on ice cream 
and pop, and then run in a closeup of a 
bottle labeled “castor oil.” Or you could 
show a rear view of one of the children 
whose shoulders are rising and falling in 
what seems to be shuddering sobs. Then 
when the subject turns around toward 
the camera it develops that he’s merely 
been trying to blow up a toy balloon. Of 
course, there’s always the stock shot in 
which a very tiny lad is shown looking 
quizzically up at a sign which reads 
“MEN.” 

So much for a zoo film. Next you can 
turn to gardening, or the purchase of 
Savings Bonds and Stamps. Any of these 
subjects can be handled simultaneously 
from personal and documentary angles. 
Let’s see about the savings stamps. Start 
with a scene showing one or two children 
looking at a bond advertisement on a 
billboard or in some publication. Have 
the children look at one another or at 
the camera as they make the finger-snap- 
ping “I’ve-got-it!” gesture. Then get into 
a series of scenes in which the youngsters 
are shown running errands, sweeping the 
front walk, weeding the garden, taking 
| care of the baby, etc.; as they earn money 


for their stamps. Don’t fail to show the 
pay-off, and its attendant expressions of 
| glee when Mom or Dad or some other 
| “employer” gives the workmen their 
| earnings. . 
| This last sequence should be followed 
| with footage showing a trip to the post 
| office or some other savings stamp out- 
| let, the licking of the stamps, and the 
| placing of them in the books. If the 
| youngsters have a number of books filled 
with stamps you might try a trick se- 
| quence, as follows:

You’ve seen this general type of tech- | 


nique used in theater shorts which show 
the opening of flower blossoms. How 
often you shoot a given plant or row of 
plants will depend on how fast stuff 
grows in your garden. In my experi- 
ence, satisfactory results are obtained by 
allowing about four seconds’ running time 
for each stage in the growth. You can 
tell by visual inspection how many days 
apart to shoot these sequences. 


Obviously it will be necessary to use a | 


constant tripod position and camera angle 
for each subject treated in this manner, 
and you can arrange this easily by plac- 
ing stakes or pegs in the ground where 
the tripod feet were situated for the orig- 
inal shot. Be sure to start one of these 
sequences far enough back from the sub- 
ject so that by the time the plant has at- 
tained full growth you'll still get it all 
into the field of view. 

As mentioned, the garden type of 
movie is crammed with possibilities for 
Mother in slacks, Dad breaking 
his back as he digs in with a spade, Sis 
shying away from the worm or the snake 
in her brother’s fingers, the family pooch 
digging for imaginary bones among the 
tomato plants, or the baby waddling hel- 
ter-skelter among the seedlings—these 


| are all parts of the story. 


You might show the Old Man snoozing 
on the porch: Mom comes 
along, wakens him, motions toward the 
garden, and sticks a hoe in his hand. This 
could be followed quickly by a shot of 
Dad glancing at the thermometer which, 
in closeup, shows a sizzling temperature. 
Dad mugs the camera a moment, then 
resignedly gets to his gardening. 

If you're willing to go to great lengths

In the same general category are 
films depicting hobbies of various mem 
bers of the household—model airplan:

parties. A typical day in the life of your 
youngsters affords plenty of material in 
itself, what with face-washing, three 
meals, school, play, and bed-time to be 
covered. The important thing, of course, 
whenever people are shown, is to show 
them as they really are. 

Toward the opening of this piece it was 
suggested that the films you take can be 
incorporated for home projection on the 
same programs as films which have been 
rented or purchased. The list of interest- 
ing and instructive movies available for 
loan, rental, and sale is growing all the 
time, and it is becoming increasingly 
common for owners of projectors to give 
neighborhood or family shows which in- 
clude newsreel subjects, travelogs, and 
educational films.

a cross arm placed across the turntable 
(See Figure 3.) The motor can be slowe 
by hand on the turntable surface. 

In making the title itself, the spiral] 
background card is fastened to th: 
wooden block on the spindle as before. A 
sheet of glass large enough to clear th: 
card on all sides is propped up with 
blocks or books so that it rests about an 
inch or so above the background. Tit}: 
letters are put in position on this gla 
and filmed in the normal manner with 
the turntable motor turned on and, of 
course, spinning the spiral backgrour 
only. (See Figure 4.) A variation of thé 
spiral can be made by drawing lines from 
a point just below the center and bottom 
limits of the field of view to give a “ray” 
effect. 

Title background cards can be made 
photographically by exposing a sheet of 
8x10 matte or semi-matte enlarging paper 
to a light source—such. paper to have laid 
over it objects suggesting the theme of 
the title. Figure 5 shows how these ol 
jects are placed on the paper—in this 
case fishing tackle for a fishing film. This 
work should be done under regular dark 
room safelight—red or yellow-green suit- 
able for photographic emulsions. This 
paper with objects thereon is then ex- 
posed to an 80-watt or 100-watt bulb fo: 
a few seconds and the paper then devel 
oped in any good print developer, rinsed, 
fixed in hypo, washed for the prescribe 
time—at least an hour—and then dried 
Now it is ready for title making. The

paper now has a dark background with 
white outlines of the subjects placed on 
it. If a light background with dark ob- 
ject images is desired, a second print can 
be made from the first by using the first 
print as a negative and printing the sec- 
ond one by contact. Figure 6 shows both 
types of background cards. 

An effective shadow background titl 
can be made somewhat as in Figure 7. It 
is done by placing an object, such as a 
tree branch, between the light and the

title layout in such a way that the light 
will cast a shadow of the object on the 
layout. The illustration shows branclies 
from a Christmas tree being used to cast 
a moving shadow over one corner. For 
sharp shadows, use a spotlight. 

Figure 8 shows a title setup with a 
small titler propped on its side to film an 
underwater effect. A sheet of clear glass 
is set up and supported in a tray. With 
the light source above the title card (to 
simulate underwater lighting), and the 
camera running, water is slowly and in-

termittently poured down the glass in 
front of the lens. Because the glass is 
near the lens, it will be out of focus, but 
will give the title card—in focus—a wavy 
and pleasing underwater effect. 

A second way to get an underwater ef- 
fect is to lay the title background under 











Water ripple effect is made by placing 
pan of water alongside titler in such a 
way that light striking water will reflect 
on title. When water is set in motion, 
ripples of light cross the title surface. 


a sheet of glass in a tray of shallow water. 
Place the letters on the glass and, while 
filming, disturb the water with a finger 
(out of the camera’s view) so that the 
water movement. will give an effect of 
waves flowing over the title. 

Figure 9 shows a way to get light rip- 
ples on a title. A pan of water is placed 
alongside the titler, and the light source 
(preferably a spotlight) is set in back of 
it in such a way as to cause ripples of 
light across the title surface. This occurs 
when the water is set in motion by gent'y 
raising and lowering one end of the tray. 
Some maneuvering of title, pan of water, 
and the light source will be necessary t° 
get the proper effect. 

So, get busy and title your films, and 
| be sure to try variations of some of these 
| ideas.—

and thereby left their exact images, un- 
touched by a painter’s flattery, to pos- 
terity. 

The portraits which Disdéri made and | 
which, in turn, made him famous were 
unusually small, measuring about two by 
three inches. They were pasted on stiff 
cards which allowed a neat margin on 
all sides. This odd size was called carte 
de visite for it was originally designed as 
a clever adaptation of the visiting card. 

“Why could not the portrait of a per- 
son be substituted for a name?” a French 
magazine of the day rhetorically asked. 
“At ceremonial occasions the visitor was 
|to be photographed wearing gloves, the 
| head bowed as in greeting, etc., as social | 
etiquette required; in inclement weather 
he was to be shown with an umbrella 
under his arm; when taking leave, a por- 
| trait was furnished in traveling costume.” 
|  Disdéri patented the carte de visite in 
1854 and introduced its use into Paris. 
The actual invention of this novelty has 
been variously assigned to the Comte 
| d’Aguado, Duc de Parma, and a Mar- 
seille photographer, Dodero. Whatever 
| the origin, its uniqueness and inexpen- 
siveness brought such crowds to D.sdéri’s 
| studio that is was necessary to arrange 
for an appointment weeks in advance. 
Surprisingly it was only a scant fifteen 
years since Daguerre had presented his 
discoveries to the world and thus off- 
cially launched the age of photography. 
Disdéri’s carte de visite increased its 
popularity by leaps and bounds. 

By 1857, Parisians were referring to 
the regular “epidemic of photography” 
which gripped the city. A few years 
later Paris had 23,000 individuals who 
made their living by it. Prince Napoleon, | 
| Marquise de la Valette, and Duc de 
Persigney were counted among the many 
amateur addicts and Victor Hugo, in 
exile on the Isle of Jersey, whiled away 
many hours with his camera. 

Charles Baudelaire, whose Fleurs du 
Mal netted him three months in prison, 
hardly found the craze to his liking and 
caustically commented that “in these sad 
days a new industry has made its ap- 
pearance which has contributed consider- 
ably to strengthen vulgar stupidity in its 
belief that Art is nothing, nor can ever | 
be anything, but the exact reproduction 
of nature in all its detail. A vindictive 
God heard the voices of the multitude. 
Daguerre was His messiah, and the mul- 
titude perforce arrived at the definition: 
Art is photography. From that moment 
the whole filthy mob came rushing along, 
as one single Narcissus, to gloat over 
their trivial images in the mirror. A mad 
prank, it is an extraordinary fanaticism 
which has taken possession of all these 
new sun-worshippers.” 

The original intent of the carte de 
| visite was quickly supplanted by a more 
| lucrative usage. At the time, news- 
papér and magazine reproduction of pho- 
| tographs was non-existent. The inexpen-

A catalogue of 186 
listed eight thousand more or less nota- 
bles whose portraits could be purchased 
for a franc or two. The number of views 
of historic or scenic places was four tim: 
that many. Hundreds of thousands o 
cartes de visite were sold annually in this 
manner; the public purchased more than 
twenty thousand of La Diva Patti alor 
Out of this widespread sale emerged 
the family album—a veritable institu- 


| tion, as formidable and sacred as the 


family Bible. As the cartes de visite 
piled up in the receiving plates and were 
finally transferred to baskets, an ingeni- 
ous soul thought of pasting them in a 
book. Specially designed albums soon 
appeared into which the carte de visite 
could be easily slipped. They ranged all 
the way from elaborate leather bound 
volumes with solid gold clasps to ordi- 
nary cardboard affairs. 

Not all were intended for the family 
album, and the precursor to the more 
recent “French postcard” also made its 
appearance. The better photographers, 
of course, bitterly denounced them and 
their sale was, as today, entirely sub 
rosa. Disdéri, alert to the degradation of 
his trade, strongly attacked “the loath- 
some nudities which reproduce faithfully 
the physical and moral ugliness of those 
who posed as models for these pictures 
in order to make money.” 

Anthony B. North-Peat, of the British 
embassy staff, wrote in 1866 of “a new 
mania (that) has taken possession of the 
inhabitants of Paris—that of collecting 
the portraits of great political criminals, 
murderers, etc. The photograph of Booth, 
the assassin of Lincoln, is, I am sorry to 
say, obtaining a very large sale, es- 
pecially among the fair sex who think 
him un trés joli garcon. The carte de 
visite of a strangler is also a great suc- 
cess. Another photograph much sought 
after is that of Phillippe, the murderer 
of the Rue de la Ville d’Evéque. This 
criminal is accused of having committed 
seventeen murders similar to the one he 
perpetrated in the Rue de la Ville 
d’Evéque. The prisoner seems to be so 
well aware of his fate that he has al- 
ready attempted twice to commit suicide 
in his cell at the Prison La Force.” 

North-Peat also tells the amusing story 
of how an actress artfully enticed Bis- 
marck, while both were vacationing at 
Ischl, to have their photograph taken to- 
gether. The Prussian police, imagining 
that the results had been obtained by 
pasting two separate portraits together 
with intent to slander their Minister- 
President, seized all the copies of the 
carte de visite brought to Berlin for sale. 
However, it did reach Paris and was 
available on the Boulevards. 

André Disdéri rode the crest of the 
enormous popularity of the carte ce 
visite. It was reported that he took in 
three to four thousand francs a day 2! 
seemingly there was always a line ‘ 
people waiting patiently at his studio ‘ 
be photographed. As cameraman 
Napoleon III and Parisian society, 
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he 








iecorated his office to fit his position. A 
German tourist, ever fact-minded, left 
detailed description: 

“At Disdéri’s one finds truly a Temple 
of Photography, an establishment in 
which luxury and elegance stand out in 
a class by themselves. The entrance on 
the Boulevard des Italiens is decorated 
with many photographs in gilt frames; 
one mounts a stairway which is carpeted 
with red velvet and on its walls hang 
paintings. On arriving at the top of the 
stairs, one is directed by a richly dressed 
porter to the reception room, where three 
or four clerks are seated who enter the 
orders and receive the money. This room

placed immediately in popularity the 
daguerreotype and ambrotype and found 
competition only from the lowly tintype. 
Many cartes de visite were imported 
from England and France in albums of 
“European Celebrities” or sold indivi- 
dually. Congress in 1865 promptly levied 
a two-cent internal revenue tax on the 
photographs. One firm in that year paid 
taxes amounting to $5000. The carte de 
visite’s popularity lasted well into the 
1870’s and even later it served as a stand- 
ard photographic size known by the ini- 
tials “CDV.” 

The collapse of Napoleon’s Empire in 
he Franco-Prussian war of 1870 and the 
iege and destruction of Paris which fol- 
owed spelled the end to Disdéri’s career 
nd fortune. The former cameraman to 
Napoleon III was hardly welcome in 
Republican Paris. He tried, though un- 
uccessfully, to recoup his losses by 
ypening a studio in Monaco. He died 
finally in the poor house at Nice about 
1890, a deaf and partially blind old man. 

Luckily some of his photographs are 
till with us. In the words of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, these card photographs 
re “the social currency, the sentimental 

reenback’ of civilization.” In them we 
in see the faces of those who once 

iled Paris. In Disdéri’s portraits, we 
get these men and women made his- 
ry, for they become just people. 
Through them, the past is no longer a 
ifeless page in a textbook. By them, “the

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-| Correct Exposure for Color 


ee ¢ by measuring incident light 


BY CHARLES H. COLES 


NY amateur knows that color film is 

at its best only when it has been ex- 
posed properly. Just what constitutes 
correct exposure has been a matter of 
controversy for a long time, but one thing 
seems to be clear: the hightlights in the 
picture must be bright. If the highlight 
is a rather large area, it should still re- 
tain full color to prevent a washed-out 
look. On the other hand, a tiny highlight 
area may be almost clear film 
as long as most of the picture 
shows proper color. 

This observation seems to 
indicate two rather definite 
things: the exposure of a large 
highlight area must be such as 
to render full color at maxi- 
mum brightness, and that the 
exposure of small highlights 
need not concern the photog- 
rapher. Notice that it is the 
highlights that are the criteri- 
on of correct exposure, not the 
middle tones and not the shad- 
ows. The brightness of the 
highlights sets the key for the 
whole picture. 

How can these highlights be 
measured to provide a basis 
for correct exposure? That is 
the problem that is faced by 
all color photographers. Most profession- 
als and many amateurs have partially 
solved this problem by the use of a gray 
card target for their exposure meters. 
This is the way that system works out. 

Most exposure meters are designed to 
work at the middle-tone light level and 
their calculators are arranged according- 
ly, but it is necessary to point the meter 
at the middle tones. If a meter is pointed 
only in the general direction of a subject, 
it is rare that the amount of light re- 
flected into the meter will be the same as 
the middle tones of the subject. In black- 
and-white photography this lack of ac- 
curacy was taken up in the extreme lati- 
tude of the film material, but in color 
work any variation from correct expo- 
sure is fatal to good results. <A bright 
foreground such as a white cement road- 
way or a bright sandy beach constitutes 
such a wide variation from an average 
subject that the exposure reading of such 
a scene will very easily indicate too small 
an aperture for best results. 

It is necessary for maximum accuracy 
with a reflected-light meter to search for 
an object of average brightness in a scene 
and measure that with the meter. Be- 
cause this type of object is rarely found 
in a scene, most expert color photog- 
raphers carry their own average subject 
—a special gray card. This card reflects 
about 15 per cent of the light falling upon 
it and is placed in the scene and faced 


toward the camera. The reflected-lighi 
exposure meter is then brought close t 
it and the exposure read for the gray 
card, taking care not to cast shadow 
upon it. Thus an average subject is meas 
ured, from which a fairly correct expo 
sure is obtained for the highlights, and 
the picture is made. 

A moment’s thought will immediately 
show that the gray card method is reall; 


Incident light is read by holding the meter at the 
subject and pointing it toward the lens of the camera. 


a crude way of reading the light fallin; 
upon the subject. The meter is measur- 
ing 15 per cent of the incident light. It 
isn’t necessary to go through this gray 
card routine just to measure the light fall- 
ing on the subject. Not only is it a round- 
about method, but 85 per cent of the 
light that could be used by the meter cell 
is being thrown away by the gray card. 
A simpler method of measurement for 
correct highlight exposure in color is to 
read the incident light directly with a 
meter designed for the purpose. Greater 
accuracy is immediately obtained. The 
color of the subject does not influence the 
meter reading nor does back or side light 
throw the indications off. Hollywood color 
technicians found out long ago that the 
measurement of incident light—the light 
falling on the subjects—was the most de- 
pendable basis for exposure. Further- 
more, this accuracy was found to be as 
high outdoors as it was indoors. 
Because the incident light meter is not 
pointed at the subject, the latter’s colors 
do not affect the readings. Why this is 
important may be readily understood 
when it is pointed out that all photocells 
do not have the same response to various 
colors. Some are very sensitive to blue 
light. If you find yourself at the seashore 
with an overly blue-sensitive meter, the 
blue water and the blue sky will cause 
too high a reading and a resultant incor- 
rect exposure. The incident light meter, 
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no matter what cell it has, is not affected. 

Another advantage of incident light 
measurement is that backlighting does 
not affect the accuracy of the reading. 
Backlighting usually just outlines the 
subject for effect and contributes prac- 
tically nothing to the light level on the 
side of the subject facing the camera. 
Suppose you want to use a low sun fora 
backlight to outline a friend’s head in 
golden, glowing light. An ordinary meter 
pointed at the subject would be found 
seriously in error because of the direct 
rays of the sun entering the photocell. An 
incident light meter, however, being 
pointed at the camera, would not receive 
the direct rays and would therefore indi- 
cate the proper exposure for the shadow 
side of the subject and permit the high- 
lighted hair to record brilliantly. 

An incident light meter is also much 
simpler to use under some conditions. 
There are no meter shadows to avoid, so 
the accuracy of the reading is never 
spoiled because the meter’s shadow is be- 
ing thrown upon the area being meas- 
ured. This convenience is particularly 
appreciated in close-ups. The directional 
sensitivity of the incident light meter is 
less than that of reflected light meters. 
No doubt you have had the experience of 
trying to measure an open landscape for 
exposure but have been baffled to know 
at what angle to hold the meter. Tilted 
up it measures all sky and reads too high; 
tilted down it reads too low. It takes 
quite a bit of judgment to determine 
which reading to use. With an incident 
light meter this problem never comes up 
because its cell is always faced toward 
the camera from the subject position. 
There is no question of tilting it up or 
lown, this way or that to correct the 
readings for any light condition. 

[Any exposure meter can be used to 

veasure incident light by using the gray- 
card technique described above. Some 
neters designed primarily for measuring 
reflected light also are adaptable to inci- 
lent-light measurement—such as the G-E 
ind the DeJur Dual-Professional.

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dictate, e.g., using 1/50 at f 3.5 in place of 
1/25 at f 4.5. Extremely brilliant sub- 
jects or scenes (such as snow scenes) 
may be given 1% the normal exposure. 

Although it is not generally recom- 
mended, satisfactory results may be ob- 
tained by exposing tungsten type film 
by sunlight outdoors providing the prop- 
er conversion filter is used. Ansco rec- 
ommends that their Color Conversion 
Filter No. 11 be used when exposing their 
tungsten type film in this manner. Koda- 
chrome Film, Type A (tungsten) should 
be exposed through the Type A filter 
when sunlight is used as illumination. 

Failure to employ the proper conver- 
sion filters when shooting tungsten type 
film in sunlight results in transparen- 
cies which are almost totally deficient 
in yellow. Such an error is easily recog- 
nized, for the shadows in transparencies 
thus exposed are an intense blue. 

Front lighting with direct sunlight 
produces the best transparencies, unless 
supplementary illumination is used. This 
is because the color temperature goes 
way up in outdoor shadow areas. This 
in turn is due to the fact that what light 
does reach into these shadow areas is 
mainly sky light (scattered light from 
the sky) which is very blue. For this 
reason, supplementary lighting in the 
form of flash or reflectors should always 
be used when cross- or back-lighting is 
employed. 

With further regard to fill-in flash 
photography, as this is called, the light 
from the flashbulb should be subordi- 
nated to the light from the sun. If it is 
not, an unnatural night effect will be 
created. And be sure that you use the 
recommended blue flash lamps when ex- 
posing the daylight type color films! 

The accompanying table is for daylight 
type color films exposed during the mid- 
dle of the day in brilliant sunshine at 
1/50 second. 

If it is not convenient to use a flash 
attachment or a reflector, don’t forget 
to take advantage of the natural reflec- 
tion possibilities which may often be 
found. As an instance, there are many 
white houses which will act as excellent 
reflectors (non-portable) for you. Light 
colored walls, the sails of boats, and 
sheets have all been used successfully 
in this manner. 


Tungsten color films 


When exposing color films, tungsten 
type, by artificial light, the problems are 
somewhat different. To begin with, sun- 
shine is just about always the same old 
sunshine (other things being equal) that 
will give you similar results time after 





widely in the quality of light they emit. 
However, the problem is actually a sim- 
ple one, being only a matter of securing 
appropriate lamps. Ansco Color Film 
and Kodachrome B (Professional) are 
balanced for 3200° K illumination. Suit- 
able floodlamps for the above color films 
can be obtained by asking for the lamp 
in terms of degrees Kelvin, the lesser 
consideration being that of wattage of the 
lamp. The PS-25 lamp, a 500-watt 3200 
K light source, is a typical example of an

If a lamp does not burn at 3200° K it 
may still be adaptable to the require- 
ments of color film, tungsten type. For 
example, floodlamps burn at approxi- 
mately 3400° K, but can be used as an 
exposing light for Ansco Color Film, if 
exposure is made through the UV-15 
filter which modifies the illumination to 
the required extent. As current litera- 
ture on the subject points out, flood- 
lamps are recommended for exposing 
Kodachrome A without filters. 

When deciding upon the light source 
you intend to use, it is important to re- 
member that the color temperature ol 
floodlamps is not so constant throughout 
their life as that of the 3200° K lamps. 
In addition, 3200° K lamps will usually 
last much longer. 

The floodlamp table which follows is 
for average subjects in a light colored 
room, lamps for the color films as indl- 
cated: One 500 watt 3200° K lamp for 
Ansco Color film and Kodachrome B.

All guide numbers are based upon the 
supposition that the lamps will be used 
in good quality metal reflectors. As in 
the case of other exposure tables, dark 
subjects require 1% stop more exposure, 
while light subjects may require 12 stop 
less exposure. Because of differences in 
reflectors, lenses, and individual tech- 
nique, these guide numbers may not give 
you exactly the effect you want on the 
very first try. They are given here as a 
guide, to be modified later on as your 
own experience may indicate. 

(It may be of interest to know that the 
Ansco UV-16 and the Wratten 2A filters 
are interchangeable, although the results 
secured with the Wratten 2A may be 
slightly warmer than would have been 
secured with the UV-16 filter.) 

Color variation 

A while ago I mentioned that subjects 
illuminated only by sky light appeared 
unpleasantly bluish on color film. Ade- 
quate compenSation can be made for this 
variation, however. (Exposing Ansco 
Color film through the UV-16, is an ex- 
ample.) This may have struck some 
readers as rather curious, since our eye 
does not find subjects in open shade no- 
ticeably blue, even on sunny days. This 
is probably due to some sort of mental 
conditioning we have been inured against 
this phenomenon from seeing it ever 
since we can remember. 

You recall that it was suggested that 
white houses, the of boats, etc., 
could be used as fixed reflectors for out- 
door portraits and the like. This is be- 
cause such white (or near-white) objects 
reflect the light impartially for all prac- 
tical purposes, thus allowing the camera 
subject to absorb or reflect this light as 
coloring dictates.

Color harmony 


Color transparencies can be furth 
improved if the question of color h 
mony is checked before you press the 
shutter release. Generally, the combina- 
tions present in nature strike us as pl: 
ing harmonies, probably through lon 
acceptance of them. 

A simple color wheel will be an 


in- 
valuable aid to those who are not sure 
what colors go best with other colors. 
Such a wheel may be found in the books 
(on art or interior decorating) in your 


local library. You can copy the infor- 
mation you want for future reference or 
buy a color wheel at an art shop. 

Analysis of a color chart will reveal 
that complementary colors are exactly 
opposite each other. In other words, a 
line drawn from one color through the 
center of the wheel will extend straight 
through to its complement. Strong or 
vivid complements usually give clashing 
combinations, which are reserved for 
poster work, etc. However, if one or both 
of the complements are subdued the re- 
sulting color scheme will be more agree- 
able. 

Analogous colors, as the name sug- 
gests, are adjacent to each other on the 
color wheel. Two or three of such re- 
lated colors will produce a restful color 
scheme. Example, yellow, yellow-green 
and aquamarine. 

Unless you are using two or more 
strong, saturated colors immediately next 
to each other, the harmonies you en- 
counter will usually be appropriate. 
While you naturally do not want schemes 
that will keep you awake at night, the 
question is not one of paramount im- 
portance, nor one which will not adjust 
itself readily upon awareness. 


Conclusion 
Here is an exposure check list for 
color: 

1. Is the film advanced? 

2. Has your exposure meter been set 

to the proper film speed rating 

color? 

3. Does the situation call for the use of 

a conversion filter, or other type o! 
filter? 

4. Are you using a recommended light 

source? 

5. Is the brightness range held around 

1:4 or less? 

6. Did you make a last check of focus, 

shutter, and aperture? 

Don’t let the seeming complications 
worry you. Of course, color photogr: 
phy is a bit more complex than black- 
and-white photography, but when 
scenes you’ve always wanted to keep 
color are admired by your friends yo 
know it’s worth it ... and not so diff 
to do, at that!

Coordination between frequency of pic- 
ture taking and the plane’s altitude is 
maintained by an intervalometer for the 
many cameras, each of which holds 390 
feet of film. Working close to the ground, 
it is necessary to take photographs in 
rapid frequency, or one every two sec- 
onds. Prints then can be overlapped 
usually 60% to give an accurate visual 
description of the plane’s course over the 
ground objectives. As the plane gains 
altitude, fewer negatives are necessary. 
The intervalometer controls this fre- 
quency. 

To eliminate haze and poor visibility 
due to some weather conditions, the 
aerial cameras are equipped with stand- 
ard Aero No. 2 yellow filters. Standard 
Super-XX film rolls are used, although 
some infrared film also has been used in 
experiments.—Gaither Littrell.

One of the Ringling Brothers midgets 
worked up a close friendship with the 
press and magazine photographers who’ve 
been trailing the circus. As soon as he 
was in solid, he brought them a bunch 
of his negatives, his camera, and his ex- 
posure meter. “Why do I always get ’em 
underexposed?” the midget asked. 

The boys ran through his picture-tak- 
ing routine with him, and found nothing 
wrong. They scratched their heads and 
took him outside to shoot a trial picture 
of Loomis Dean. He did everything per- 
fectly, until he took a reading of Dean’s 
face with his exposure meter. 

Aiming the meter up from his three- 
foot height, the little fellow was getting 
a reading that was one-tenth Dean’s face 
and nine-tenths bright sky. He carries 
a box around with him now. 

> * * 

Paris pay and Paris prices are further 
apart than their American cousins, ac- 
cording to reports from Car. PEerutz, who 
is busily free-lancing for French picture 
magazines. 

A color cover on assignment brings 10,- 
000 francs, Perutz says, or less than $85. 
And the difficulties are enormous. He 
writes that he and several other photog- 
raphers are shooting Ansco color and 
Ektachrome, and processing it them- 
selves, with good results. But available 
paper is heartbreakingly bad, and the 
water so poor that prints and film have 
to be run through a dilute hydrochloric 
acid solution to prevent calcium deposits 
in drying. 

There are no model agencies in Paris, 
of all things. When Perutz manages to 
line up a model, the couturier is having a 
showing and can’t lend clothes. When 
the clothes are available, the model isn’t. 
When both are ready, it rains. “What 
should be a one-day job sometimes takes 
two weeks,” he moans. 

Color film 2,000 francs a roll, 
against one dollar, or 120 francs, U. S. 
price. Paris, like every other place on 
the globe, is producing a strobe unit. The 
first test models seem to be quite good, 
according to Perutz, fire about 1,500 
flashes before recharging, weigh roughly 
18 pounds, recharge on 110-125 volts, and 
cost—somewhere around 50,000 francs.

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NEW STANDARDS COVER 
PAPER SENSITOMETRY 
A new American Standard covering the 
sensitometry of photographic papers is 
now available for distribution, P. G. Ag- 
new, vice president of the American 
Standards Association announces. 

Agnew announced at the same time 
a number of other important changes in 
American Standards in the photographic 
field which now cover 76 published 
standards and a total of 113 standards 
available or in process under ASA pro- 
cedures. 

The new standard on Sensitometry of 
Photographic Papers (Z38.2.3-1947) is de- 
signed to be useful both to the photo- 


graphic paper manufacturers in control 
testing and also to the consumer who 
wishes to make prints without recourse 
to trial and error. 

The new standard climaxes work which 
began six years ago under ASA’s com- 
mittee Z38 on photography under the 
sponsorship of the Optical Society of 
America. This work has now produced 
characteristic curves of density versus 
log exposure, which are reproducible, 
accurate, and significant from the stand- 
point of practical photography. 

The work of subcommittee 2 of the 
ASA committee on photography (Z38) 
has developed in the present standard a 
method of deriving a curve from the fol- 





lowing sensitometric data: speed, log- 
exposure scale, density scale, maximum 
density, and average gradient. 

The log-exposure scale is of value in 
selecting the paper to be used in print- 
ing any negative of known density scale. 
The speed is used in computing the cor- 
rect printing exposure. 

The log-exposure scale is a measure- 
ment of the exposure latitude of the pho- 
tographic printing paper and has been 
related statistically to the density scales 
of the negatives which give satisfactory 
prints on the paper. 

The committee emphasizes that the 
log-exposure scale in this standard is not 
a measure of the contrast of paper.— fe
